had I not lately feen fomething in the Garden of 
a certain Nobleman near Paris^ wiiich makes me 
think 'tis true. They call it here \Tbi ill Neighbour,^ 
bccanfe it preys (they fay) on all the Herbage that is 
near it, riling and flourilhing by their Fall. Indeed, 
at that time I faw it, there was a withered Circle 
round it; whilft this devouring Sprout looked gay 
and full, augmented by the Spoils of neighbouring 
Grafs : A proper Emblem of Oppreflion.

Sun-fet, when the Poft brought me thy Difpatch^ 
which informs me, that Carcoa^xVienna is dead. 

B 3 I re- 
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I rejoice not in the Death of an honeft Slave ta 
Ibrahim-, let Flowers fpring from the Duft of hfs 
Grave. Neither can I mourn for a Man, that may- 
be gone to new and richer Pofleffions ; yet I am 
pleafed, that he quitted the Old fairly, and has left 
behind him an Odour of Virtue. A Man in his Poft 
h attack'd with ftrong Temptations, and he that re- 
fills to the End merits a Wreath gathered from the 
Tree of Life. 

Thou mayeft think, 'tis with more eafe'I receive 
the News of Carcoa*s Death than of his Infidelity ; 
not that I value the Rack or any other Tortures^ 
with which the Policy of State ufes to. draw Confef- 
iions of Capital Crimes.

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IShaU now acquaint ttee with the Death of the 
^een-^Mtitber and Omager of Trance y who fell a 
Sacrifice to the Ambition of t\^ Cardinal o( Rick* 
litUy as thofe of her Party do commonly fuggeft. 
, For being h!g;hly difguHed at his Counfels, and In- 
trigues, efpcciaUy his playing the Incendiar)-, and in- 
&Dfu6g thofe of the Biood-Royal one againft another, 
flic departed from Prance, and by a kind of voluntary 
BamifhAent, expofed her felf to io many Inconve- 
nicncled, Hardfeips, and Rigors of Fortune, as feem'd 
to haften her End : Hfer great Spirit chufing rather 
to brcalc than bow to the turbulent Cardinal. 

She fojourned in Flanders, Holland, England, and 
the Empire, Htt Travels lacing checquer'd all along 
with a Mixture of Good and Evil. Here meeting 
. with .Hefpea:, thfei«: Wifh Indifference and Coldnefs, 
n£ not Contenrpt. In fome Places her Misfortunes 
.were pitied, afld t^ Cardinal lAsuncd for persecuting 
•.fb Great and Gdod^a ^een : In others, the Cardi- 
nal was juftified ,••' and- h^r' Gonduft cenfured and 
Icondcmned. And Q\e accufed her felf for raifing 
,him to the Power of doing her thefe Injuries. At 
-length, tired out with the Fatigues of State, and 
grown ficlj:^ of the World, fhe betook her felf to a 
Mtwa^ery In Calbgne, where^ after fhe had fpent 
'foriie Tim6 ift Religious Preparations for another 
World,- fhe expired tht 3d of this Inffant Moon. 

It was placed among the Rcraarkablcs by fome^ 
, that the fame Day fhe died; the Cardinal of Richlieu 
fellfick; which Sicknefs yet continues upon him.- 
But^ whether to afppeafe the Ghoft of hij? deceafed 
-Miftrefs, whom he had fo unjuflly perfecuted; or, 
jto mollify the -RcfcHtmenta of*^. the People, is uncer-

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tain. Yet notwithftandino; hit dangerous lUneCs, he 
tvtry Day ventures to the Temp/e, and perfoims 
the Myfteriis of their Law for her Soul. The whole 
Coi/rr and City is in Mourning for this great Queen, 
and general Murmurings and Complaints are raiied 
againft the Cardinal on this Occafion; efpeciallv a* 
mong the Common People, who are fo far from 
^ entertaining a better Opinion of him, for his daily 
Appearance at the Altar on Behalf of the Sljuif^% 
Soul, that they eileem it but an officious Hypocrify, 
a Medley of Prieft- Craft and State- Artifice. 

Here is a Report about the City, that the Qucen^s 
Ch^ft appeared to the Cardinal^ as foon as ihe was 
dead, {t^ttf^^ reproaching him with his Ambition 
and Ingratitude, and telling him, that tho* he was 
laying the Foundation of an Immortal Projedl, y^ 
he fhould never live to fee it thrive ; but warned 
him to prepare for Judgment^ for that hefhould not 
fte another Year in Mortal State \ upon which, they 
lay, he immediately fickned. And here are Prophe- 
cies privately fcatteredabout, foreteUing his Deatn in 
a fliort Time. This is certain, he labours under an 
unaccountable Diftemper, his Body iirangely wafting, 
^i if it would evaporate it felf into Air ; for, he 
feems to be in a manner dried up. 

My Duty and Devoir to thee. Sage Minifter, would 
not let me be at Reft, till I had prevented the Pofts^ 
by giving thee a more timely Account of thefe Oc^ 
currences, by a Merchant for whom his Veflel waits 
2X Marfeilles. To morrow he takes his Leave of 
Paris^ and once aboard he makes dire£(]y for Co/t" 
ftantinoplty whither he will bring the firft News of 
the Death of one of the greateft ^eens upon Earth ; 
in whofe Royal Veins ran the Blood of the Emperors^ 
Ferdinand and Charles V. She was married to Henry 
the Great I and, befides her Son now reigphig in 
France^ ihe matched her Daughters to the two Po«

THE prefcnt War between France TinA. Spain 
however begun, feems to be carried on by a 
•Principle of Monoury rather than of Enmity, Thefe 
two Nations are perfe^ Antipodes to each other in 
thch" Humou» 5 yet this^Averfion between them, -is

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difcovcred more in Peace than in War. The Qucft: 
-of Glory has invited many brave Men on both Sides 
into the Field ;. and the Heroes flrive to coaqaer each 
other, by CiviUties rather than by Arms, 

Catalrmia and Roujjllian^ were the*- Stages of this^ 
•War, in the beginning of the Year; vtrhere the Ma- 
refchal de Breze^ and the Sieur de la Mothe-Houdai^'^ 
court y combated with all the Hardihipa of the Win- 
ter, as well as with valiant Enemies. The Rigour of 
the Seafon did not cool the Courage of thefe Generals y 
nor divert their Re/olution from taking the Field. 
All the Country appeared like a frozen Lake, and 
there was no Place 'for- them to encamp,, but in deep 
Snows or Ice : Yet, for all thefe Difcouragemoots, 
the Marefcbal de Breze block'd up -FerfignaUy a 
Town of great Strength in Rouffilion, whilft the 
Sieur^de la Mothe kept the Arragonians in Flay, and 
bailed the Enterprizes of the Qaftiliansy having g^- 
yen them two fignal Defeats. 

Theft fucceffiful Adtione of the French Generals y in- 
vited the King their Mafler to give: them a- VifK, 
being very deiiiott^to take Ferpgnan^ afid Settle thie 
Awaits c^ Qatalm^i He therefore feiids another 
Afmy uni^r the Coqimftad . of .the Marejthml de la 
^ Mejlera^ey which he foon followed in Ferfon^ 

There was now* a generous Envy.raifed between fp 
many great Commanders, every one ftriving to ad- 
vance hitafelf in rhe King's Efteem by his Services.- 
And the particular Merits of the $iear de la MoibSy 
drew a favourable Eye chi him. The King made him 
MarefjcM de Franeey the Staff, which is the Badge 
of his. Office-, being prefented to him by thq Maref- 
ebal of Breze at Barcelona, to the general Satisfadlion 
and Joy a« w^U of the Cafalonians a» the French, 

This Honour was colifewed on hin), prefettly af- 
ter the great Vidory obtained over the Spanijb Forces 
,.at Ville-Franea in Catalonia, 

In the.nwao while, th^ Mare/cb/tl de MeJIeraye 
... * ^ invclled 
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invelled the ttrong Caftlc of Ca/iou^re, which was 
furrcndred to him upon honourable Terms, by the 
Marquis of Mertare, General of the SpaniJl^HoTrc 
in Roujffi/ifffi, and Governor of that Caftle. 

The King flufh'd with Conque(l» and Succeflcs, 
would not fuffer his Army to He idle, but in good 
earned laid clofe Siege to Perpignan. 

Yet fuch was the Gencrofity of this Prince, that 
before he tried the Force of his Cannon, he ordered 
the Marefchal de Mejlerayey to (end a Herald to the 
Marquis ie Fhres, Governor of the Town, to put 
him in Mind of the great Streights theBefiegcd were 
in for want of Provifions, of which his Majefty was 
not ignorant ; and, that there was no Hopes of kelief 
from the Marquis de ppvar^ General of the Spanijh 
Forces in Arragon^ there being left alive but a few 
Companies of all his Army, after the great X>efeat 
which was given them-near Fille-Franehe, 

He offered the Governor all fair and good Ufage, 
if he Would furrender before Things came to Extre* 
inities; and» to convince him of the entire Lofs of 
Che spanijh Army (to which he trailed) he pro* 
xnifed £ife Condu^^ to any Officer of the Garifon as 
far as Terragene^ where lay all the little Remnant of 
the Atragonian Army, that fo he might inform and 
ailhre himfelf of the bad Condition the Spanijh Af- 
fairs were in. 

This Favour was received with much Civility by 
the Marquis de Povar^ who returned humble Thanks 
to the King for fo generous a Condefcenfion, aiTuring 
him withal, that the Garifon was not reduced to 
thofe Streights, as was pretended, but that he never* 
thelefs accepted his Majefty's fafe Condudt to a McA 
fenger ; intreating him, that he would permit him to 
go to Madrid y tlut fo the King of Spain might have 
Advice of his Circumftances. 

Thou wilt confefs, illuftrious Kaimacbam^ that it 
was a great Magnanimity, of Spirit in the Kkg, 

to 
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tt> grant this Requefl to an Enemy, who might be 
fufpefted to dcfign no more in it than to gain Time. 
Yet he fent the Meflenger back again, with full Af- 
furance of hb Royal Leave. 

Whilil this was in Agitation, many other Civilities 
paCs^d between the French and the Befieged. Many 
Prifoners of Note were exchanged^ and all Thingt 
feemM to fpeak a fair Underilanding between both 
Parties; when, on a fudden, the Cannon of the 
Town played furioufly on the King's Quarters, and 
at the fame Time the Beiieged made a vigorous Sally« 
attacking a Redoubt which the Marefcbalde Mejlerayi 
had raifed. 

' This Contempt of the King*s Favour raifed his 
ChQler, and animated the Soldiers with a Deiire of 
Revenge. All ran to their ^rms, and quickly beat 
back the Beiieged. Thus was the Face of Affairs 
fuddenly changM in the Camp. It was too late now^ 
for the Governor to expe£l the Courtefy he before 
abufed. However, he fent two De|>utie8 again, to 
know if the KingVRefolution continued to grant 
Xeave to fend to Madrid^ (for they had not as yet lent.) 
ThtMarefcbal de Mejleraye fent back the Deputies 
i^ith this Anfwer, that if they did not engage to fur- 
fender by a prefixed Day, and give two Hoftages for 
Security of their Performance, thb King would not 
grant their Requeft. 

This put the Befieged upon defperate Refolutions ; 
they made frequent Sallies, and all Things tended to 
Extremity. 

Whilft Matters were in this Pofture, the King, by 
the Advice of his Phyficians, withdrew from the 
Camp to take the Waters of Maine^ for his Health. 
This was in the laft Moon^ and Perpignan holds out 
ftilL 

I have been the more particular in relating this

Herb be wantifig in this Rcyal Seminary. Who al- 
io during the whok Summer is obliged to ,read a 
tatin Le£iurc every Morning, on the Simples there 

grooving i 
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growing; whilll a great Auditory of young Stu- 
4cnts, with Books, Pen and Ink in their Hands^ 
wait on hiin up and down the Alleys, and write down 
his Difcourie. He that is now. employed in this 
Of&ce is^ a very learned and mgenious Man : ^e 
takes great Pains to make all his young Difciples 
perfeft Herbalifts ; for, all the way as he paflcs along 
from Qne Herb to another, he floops down, handles 
the Simple, and explains his Verbal Dclcription 
with his Fingers Ends ; giving a moll accurate Ac- 
count of the minuteft DiiFetence between fuch as 
feem to be alike, and dcmonftrating to the Eye, that 
thofe arc two diftinft Plants, which many take to be 
but one ; tracing out their diiFerent Fansiiies^ in the 
Number, Texture, Shape or Colour of their Leaves 
and Flowers : And, this he does with fo graceful an 
Adlion, fuch elegant Language, and fo compofed %

Here J fpeiid many 
a foUtary nonr, sad fomctimes I meet with Com- 
pany. ^ 

I tell thee. Dear Hafy^ that tho* the Frenfb are 
xtaturally.the moft policed and refined Pedple in the 
World, vet I am many times willing to make Ex- 
cuses and karethebr Society; being by the Force 
of • powerful Inclinatioii either drawn- to thm Gar- 
den, or to a famous Library in this City, in the 
Cutody of certain.i&f/i^/0ffr Dirviftsr who atetrtftiii 
Hours of the Day, are obliged to give Atteadatiee t# 
allGeailjemQn'who are^ofedtorfit thbre and fti^y. 
. Toward the Evening i vifit !the fhfpitais^ whicK 
are -t^e fiaef^ that eiwr I hw m^ the World,-.aRd 1 
believe the bcft governed. There is. one named 
the Hofpital ofGcdy where^erfons of ^ality them- 
fclves^ and thi>ic of the jfr/& Jfttf»i, conic etery Even* 
ing^ and wait-on the Svsk and the Woucided, dding 
all the meaneft Offices - of .inferior Servants, and 
;his with abundance, of Tendemefi aiki-Hliihanityw 
I have feen the nicefb and gayeflr Ladies of the 
Court, dreffing the moft f^ulid and putrified Sorei^ 
of wounded Men, ndt feenang in the leafl to be 
difgutted at the loathfbme Sight and Stench of their 
Ulcers. When one firft. eaters the Place, one would 
Vnagine it tO be a Chamber pf young yat^iMriis; it 
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lijciirf a very Ipng^aiid wid« GaJkry, with Rows of 
Jkds on bothr i^e^, whcrcm jhe Sick are difpofed 
iccorUing to the Qr&cr of their comlnj, or the Na- 
ture of thetr 'Biktft. The Curtains of the Beds are 
all of pure white Linen, prettily wrought here and 
therewith Flowen of Needle- work.

The Extremities to which it was reducM, haften'd 
his Preparations for an cftedlual Relief.

In the mean wkHe, the new Marefehal de la Metbe^ 
flttih*d with the lace Favoor he received from his

Troops into Falen$ta^ which at that tsmib hy a^ed 
and unguarded. 

The £r(t Thing he did« was to furprize a Convoy 
of the Marquis of LeganeZy who were carrying an 
extraordinary Piece oS Cannon tx^Viveras. ^. 

The French broke thro* their Foot, with their ac- 
cuftomed Fury, and killed more than thirty Horfe, 
taking as many Prifoncrs. They fent the Cannon to 
the Camp at Kteux. 

Thou fecit, Sage Minifter^ how neceflar^ a Qua- 
lification it is in a Sover^n Prince, to difcern an<f 
reward the Merits of his Set v^ts. Men of Virtue 
are aninuted with frefli Vigor, when their Adions 
are acknowledged. Of this the ever Vidorious Sul- 
tans of the Ottoman Empire are very fenfible, who 
value the Abilities and Sehrices of their Slaves ^ be- 
fore any Confideration of Noble Blood or Riches ; 
railing Men from Nothing, to the higheft Dignities 
of. the Empire. 

The Marefcbalf after thb Exploit, took the Towns 
of 7amarit^ and Moufon ; but the Caftle belonging 
to the latter, was furrendred upon Articles the rour- 
teenth of the laft Moon. 

Whilft thefe things were tranfaded on the Land, 
the Navies were not idle by Sea :' The Mafquis of 
Breze fet upon the Spanijb Admiral, as he lay at 
Anchor near Viveros ; and, not being able to difen- 
gage the VeiTel from the Shallows, he fet it on Fire> 
together with another of e<jual Burden.

' I^am bound to write often io the Mimfters of the 
Port, and all my Moments sore confecrated to the

Corners of Eurcpe ; there being hardly any Thing of 
Moment done in the Courts of Cbriftian Princes, 
wherein the Cardinal has not a Finger. He feems to 
be the Gfniui or Sou/ of Cbriftendom^ communicating 
Motion, Aftivity and Heat, to sdl the erand Intrigue* 
•ow OS Foot in thefe Weftern Parts of the World, 
' The Commotions of England, feem to be a compli* 
fated DiMimper of the State, rifing from feveral 
Cau/es, anwn to a I&ad by the dextrous Artifice 
of thb Bu/j Spirit. The preJent King of thtlfland^ 
came to the Crown with qo fipall Difadvantages ; 
Ms Father luving exhaufted the Trea/ury, an^ left 
him deeply in jDebt. He had no fhiall Number of 
the Biocd Royal to maintain; which kind of Charges^ 
^'liou knowefty our Glorious Sultans, tho^they be Ma- 
.ufrs of infinite Riches, endeavour to avoid, by 
v^farrying their Daughters and Nieces, whilft yet 
;vnfants, to fome of the moft^Potent and Wealthy 
Sajfa\ thyat fo their Port might be kept Hp> without 
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burdening the J^jm/ Qotkn. But the InMil Priacet 
'&e wanting in this frugal Providence, in the Reiga 
of King Jitms ( this King's Father ) En^nd lay at 
Safe, dumbering in the Downv Bed of Peace } ihe 
wallowed in Pleadures, and had no other Unhap|»» 
]iefs» but in being too Happy. Her Affluence and 
Idleneft, afie^ed the ^Uti with a Pkthmrj. The 
Piiblick Health cannot be long con(erved, without 
the moderate Exercife of War. CbarUs^ after tha 
Death of the Old Kiug^ being- elbblillied in the 
nrctfe, committed the Affiiirs of State, to the Ma** 
nagement of his Miniftirs ; never examining the 
Tnafury, nor calling to an Account his Offifnsy but 
indulged himfeif in the Plealures moft agreeable to 
hbyouth^lG^//v/. He hunted in the Forefts, whilft 
ihcGrandeij, whom he entmlled with his Revenuet 
and the pubUck Conduft, had another Game to pur* 
fue, jwoftponing their Maker's Intereft, and that of 
the Nation, to their own private Avarice. The Rt-* 
veurite Mintfter held a fecret Correspondence with 
Cardinal RiebiiiUi and, by this Means, the Court was 
filled with French Peifieners ; countenanced alfo hf 
the Authority of the ^uun, who was the Daughter 
of France. 

It had been before agreed in the Articles of the 
Marriage^ that the ^ueen of England ihould have a 
prefixed Number of French Servants. But they, not 
content with tlieir Domeftick Employments, and 
Attendance on her Perfon* (bught the Management 
cf that Eibte, which King Charles had fettled on 
her as a Dnory: This would by no means agree 
with the Conftitndons ciihtEnglifi. That JJland it 
a Little Werld by it&lf ; and ^e Inhabitants boaft 
4Df an Original Freedom of Births which is not fo 
much as dreamt of in all the Dominions of our /»* 
vincUle Sultans. Tho* the £ay^//y& have feveral times 
been myaded and fubdued, by the Saxons, Danes^ 
and French St yet it has bec|i rather by Compoiition

The. lung of Englamd xoT^^fii, from his Pleafuro* 
jttd BivertifementSy by the Prepai^itions of his Po* 
tent Neighbour^ began to iook about )iim> and con-- 
dfolt the Pubfick Safety. But, when he esEammed hi^ 
^reajufjt he found it empty, or at leafk at a very lofr. 
£fab.

CburUt conid not carry on a War with FrAnte^

The&Thingefimsdea haHh Sound m England, and 
the NMn re&ntedillthc diJabk^dealing of the Duke 
oC BucH^am (.ib was the Engiifo General cdrd. | 
Itt fine, the bad Siicctfsiiof their Forces, the Ex* 
pencesthe^ had been at, and the Difgrace they fnf* 
Mtd in. tins War» (fooc and forty of their Cwlwrs 
being.camed P» Farh, and hang up in rhe Chief 
temple Qi thisi City, ^TrnpfhiBs of the French Vi* 
Ctary) incca&d'thfl^^fieBendity of the Englijh Natio» 
a^gaaaft the^ Kig|ft»|d iibt)Q(pi«rafnffttti)tiicy begaa 
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to accttfe him in tlieir Cabals, of Male-Admisiftrati- 
on; and the Pavourite Duke wai a^ while aflDer fhib^ 
bed by a Ruffian, whom the Malecontents had hired 
to execute their Revenge. 

The Affections of the Eng/ijb appealed every dajr 
more and more alienated from the King. And Car^ 
dindl Ricbliiu had there his Aeents, who were not 
wanting to foment the Publick Difeontents, and 
hf divers Artifices to draw the credulous People in- 
to Factions. The Fnneb Ffnfimirs were inftru£ked 
to deport themfelves in a Manner every way offen* 
five to the Nation. Black and threatning Clouds 
ieemed to hang over the Court of England^ exhaled 
from the ill Blood of the Suijeas. The lt$y4i Dig^ 
juity went Retrograde ; and all Things tended to ob- 
fcure the Luftre of the Crown. Yet there pafled 
ibme Years, before things came to Extremities; and 
Matters tho* ripened^ vet were not brought toan o<> 
pen RupCurey till Sc$uatkl lanced the Sore. 

This Nation is fubjedl to the Crown of EngUnd^ 
and makes one half of the Ifiawi of GngtBritaim* 
They are a Warlike People, patient of Labour, ac- 
cuilomed to the Rigor ef an extreme Cold Cliffuite, 
great Travellers, Subtle, Proud and Inconftaat. 

Aiter that which fome call Htrefyt others a J?/- 
formation^ had begun to alienate manv Kingdoms and 
Frwinus from the RomanChfurtb ; the S^ots, greedy 
of Novelties, and fpurred on by the ambitioua 
Pretexts of one of their GrmuUn (who mnder the 
Mask of Religion fought the Crown) introduced 
Innovations into their Cburek, They ihook oiF at 
once all their Obedience to the Pipit and (et upiuch a 
Firm of Religious Difcipiim, as was altogether Anti' 
monarcbicai ; and their Preacbers ceaftd not to iniliU 
Into the Hearts of the People Democratiek Princi* 
pks. Thus continued A&ics, till^ King C bar lis ^ 
not infenfible of thefe Things, aadiwi^g to new 
Model rianCkurcb, tbqt. took npi/^imagm&him^ 
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knowing that he would not be able to nift Forces 
to chaftife them , without calling a PariUment. 
The VarlUffunt of EMgianS was at that time full 
ofSeottiflf Profelytesy Men of Seditious and Turbulent 
Principles : So that the King was KJce to find but 
little ravour among them. Kowcvefy hj the Af- 
fiftance of fome Loyal Nokies and Gentiemen, he 
marches into Sfotlaudzt the Head of an Army. Not 
a Blow wu ftmck on either fide ; but all Di»!rences 
were compofed, and hufhM up by a Treaty. Yet, 
foon after, the Sc9ts entered into England with an 
Anny» being underhand invited in by their Partisans 
in England. The King is a fecond Time forcM to 
throw himfelf upon his Parliament for Money; but 
they, inftead of granting him any, fell to examin* 
ing his pail ConduA, cotnplainine and defiring a Re- 
dre(s of feveral Irregularities in his Adminim^tiott* 
There were thofe who fuled not to put in Executi- 
on the Defigns and InftrudioAs of Cardinal Ricb*- 
lieu I he had his Agents up and down the Kingdom, 
who infinuated Jealoufies and Heart- burnings into the 
Gentry and People of the^ Land. The King was re- 
pre(ented every where as a Tyrant, and all his AdU* 
ons were miiconilrued. 

Signior Ibfetti^ the P^pe^s Nnncia at the Bnglijb 
Ceurty befides his Infbu^Uonsfrom the Reman Pontiff ^ 
held a ilrid Intelligence with the Cardinal. Hia 
Bufinefs at this Courts was fubliekly to the ^neete 
(who profefled an Obedience to the Set of Rome) 
out frivately he was order'd to negotiate an Ac- 
commodation between the Roman and Englip 
Churches. Cardinal Rieblieu thought to ftrike two 
Marks with one Blow, that is, to embroil the Staia 
of England^ and procure himfelf the greater Efteem 
with the Raman Court. He appears very Zealous for 
the Coaverfion of England i and in order to it> al- 
lows a etmfiderable Penfion to Siguier Rofetii : In- 
ftrufUng hin wilhal^ |o ibew hia utmoft Dexterity, 
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in gadfting tbe Cwrtien and Grandui of that N^tioit 
to his Side. 

He knew the Gtnhu of the Ewg^ijb^ and/ that 
there was nothing fo offenfive to that Nation* as 
the Papal Power and Religion. Wh«eforc, De 
Ispiz was orderM to pr^y Signior Rufttti vaft Sums of 
Money, that fo there might be nothine wanting 
4o profelyte the Courtiers ; knowing that they would 
«A ittibiently, and difgnft the Fr9feftants^ and fo 
increafe the publick Arerfion for the Regal Au- 
thority. There was alfo another Agent at the* 
Englifif Courts who was Secretary to Cardinal Ear- 
Serinif a Man no lefs indufirious than the other in 
advancing the Reman Intereft. He held a flrid^ Cor> 
tefpondence with fome of the Cbie/Minifiers, efpc- 
cially with the Principal Secretary ef State, Whilft 
thefe were doing their Mafler^s Bnnnefs at the Court, 
there were others no kfi Adlive in the City, where 
they endeavoured to create a Party and raife Fa£li« 
MIS, iniinuating themfelves into the Acquaintance 
of the moft eminoit Merchants and other Citizens t 
repreienting to them the. dangerous Confequences 
^(Siguier Ro/ettP$ K^Sjdkxkce at the Court; glancing- 
at every Thing which lookM like a falfe Step Ld (he 
Kittg^s Conduct ; alarming them with Fears and 
Apprehcnfions of being fubjef^ed to a Foreign Pow- 
er s and ufingdl their Arts to nouriih Popular Diilk- 
tisfa^tion. 

The Sects f aboirt this Time^ made another Incar- 
fion into England. A Parliament was called, but ra^ 
Good dene. The King^s Neceffities made thenk 
grow High in their Demands and Carriage, and all 
things tended to a general Defedtion. 

^ while after, the hijb revolted, and maflkcred 
above a hundred thottfand Englijb. The King n 
aecufed for being privy to it: Tumults are raifed» 
who, in a threatoin^ Manner, Icemed to belsege the 
Royal Pakces, caUing ok for Jt^ces not rfmc^ 
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unlike the Seditbn of our Janizaries^ when they arc 
difpleafed with the Condu6l of ixa ^ox\<^\x^ Sultans ^ 
or his Prime Miniften o£ State, 

In .fine, the Mifunderftandings i)etween the King 
and the Parliament grew to that Height, as itidac'd 
the Kitig to wkkdraw from the Capital Citf^ about 
the Beginning of this Year. And, in the following 
Moon, he fent th/^^een with her DaugJbteriuio H^J- 
lanJy that they might pafs away theTime in the Court 
of the Prince of Orange, *ti11 this Storm was blown 
-over.

fn the interim, the Jtr#^ fends Letters to the Par- 
iiiimeitt, perfuading them to confult the Publick 
Peace; but all wa5 to no Purpofe^ they ftize i^n 
all the Strong Holds ^nA Caftles they couid; To that, 
when the King came to one of his GarifonM Towns, 
the Gates were ihat np ^gainft him, and he was denied 
Biitrxnce bv the Governor .

W equal to that which I pay to the Emirs ^ the 
Defcendanfs of our Holy Prophet j fincc thou art fpnuig 
from the noblq Stem of the Ancient Saraansi the 
Blood of the celebrated Omar^ Succefor to tjic Di- 
vine Lawgiver^ ilreaming in thy Veins- 

I revere the Banner carried into Egypt by thy 
Itenotoned Pr^ginitor, before w hich the Crrecians fled 
aftoniihedy as at a Sign fent from Heaven of their 
approaching Ruin. This facred Piece of Antiqui- 
ty I have feen at Medina, where 'tis repofited in the 
Cbmteel of the Babyignian Caliphs. I have honoured 
i^ with a Pious Veneration; but much greater is my 
Regard to thee» who art a living Relick of that ///it* 
Pfiws Hcttfe, 

' Fernut me. Venerable Sage, to converfe with thee 
« little, after the manner of a Pupil; with thee, I 
iay» who art a Fountain of Sapience ; for, befides 
thy perfed Knowledge of the Divine Late/, thou art 
accomplSQied with alfhuman Literature. 

There is a Man in thefe Parts of a largg Soul 
and elevated Speculations, who fliffiy maintains, 
that the Earth moves, and the Sun (lands fUll. He 
is not the firil that broach'd this PodtriBe, it has had 
feveral learned Patrens, tut he has highly im- 
proved the ne9ry, His^Reafons for it, have ahnoft 
the Force of Mathematical Demanftrations ; and no- 
thing feems to oppofe him, but the Authority 01 
Mofes, and the Hebrew Scriptures.

Nor can I fee 
how this New FbUofilfhy contrsidi£^s any more than 
the bare Letter of their Bibht (for I have read it 
in feveral Languages ; } And the Jews who are 
the Gudrduuis 6i thtOrigifUil Hebrew, allowaCtf^ 
baii/tcal Interpretation far difierent from the £i- 
t0ral: So does the Arabian Prince and PhikfopbeTf 
Avieen, interpret thofeVerficles in our i&/jruf/r«rirjy, 
(which treat oi Paradife) in a Senfe far more re* 
fined than the Letter feems to ismort. In reading^ 
fttch'Myfierious Books, it is neceifary to praftifea 
lameiCifymiJhy, to fuUimate the srois external 
Senie of the Words, and to eztra^ the Spirit aai 
Soul of the Difcourfe. 

That the Sun is the Centre of this our Planetary 
World, and that the Earth vrith the ireft of the 
Pknets move round abo6t it, is a Tb^ whid^ keeps 
end Touch with hnnan Reaibn, and ieems natu* 
rally to %iare with our instelledtual Facnltiet.

ral, for all the Camois which have the Honour to 
carry the Sacred Alcoran to Micha* 

I will fufpend my Belief of their being entertained 
in Paradife, *till I (hall have the Happinefs to iee 
them there; but I cannot however acquieice to the 
Opinions*of theie Modern Philofophers, who afTert 
their Souls to be mere Matter. The Bodies bol!h of 
Men and Beafts, I own perform all Motions hf 
Mechanic^ Rules ; but that Mechanifm is guided by 
a higher Principle than the fortuitous LnpuUe of 
external Agents, in Beads as well as Men. 

All Animals Teem to me to be endued with a Fa- 
culty, which if it may not be caHed Reafout Jtt 
is fomething analagous to it, for which we want a 
proper Name. And of this Mind were EmpedocUs^ 
Pythagoras^ Plotinus zndPorfhjry,^ with manv other 
Ancient Sages: Tho^ this Faculty is more emmently 
conspicuous in fome kinds of Beafts than in others. 

I cannot but admire the Regular Architedure of 
Bees, their Induftry and PcJitick OEconomy vying 
with the moft excellent Form and Adminiftration of 
Government among Men. 'Tis with no lefs Pleafurc 
I behold the Spider, when with ezquiiite Art flic 
builds her little iilken Palace, and lays her fine 
wrought Trains to catch the unwary Fly. *Tis equal 
]v pleafant and diverting to obierve the Condu^ o 
cne pifmirest their pu<ient Forecafl ; hoyv the^ 
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trndge up and down all the Summer, to lay up a fuf« 
£cient Stock of Provender for the kuren Winter. 
There is no kind of Bird, four-footed Beaft or F'dh, 
which does not confute this Cartifian Hyp^tbifis. 

It is credibly reported by Torfbyry^ that in the Eajt 
Indies there Is a Beaft which they call a Hyana, 
which Approaching near the Villages will imitate a 
Man*s Voice, and call the Inhabitants by their 
Names; if thev come out of their Hoofes, *twill feixe 
on the £rft tnat comes to hand> and devour him* 
The Dog J the Ape f the E/epbant, with many other 
four-footed Beaftsy afford us manifeft Specimens of 
Reafon* or ibmething venr like it. 

Who has not heard of the Love which D^i^^^Z/rx 
bear to Men f Plins relates a prett]^ Story of a Do/- 
pbin that frequented the Lake Lnrrinus in Italy ^ and 
being often ted from the Shore by a certain School- 
Boy, grew at length fb familiar as to come a^ a call* 
We alro read of another, wlio took the Mufician A-' 
rien on his Back (when caft into the Sea by cruel Sai- 
lors) and carried him fafe to Shore. 

Can all thefe Anions proceed from mere Matter I 
In my Opinion *tis as eafy to defend, that humaa 
Nature it felf is but Matter fo and fo modified ; and 
that all the Buftle Men keep in the World, is but the 
Effe&, of a better Comjpoution of Body, the Refult 
of a more perfedl and renned Machine. 

I eafily agree, that we far excel the other living 
Creatures in all the Operations of our Souls, and Ex- 
ercifes of our Reafon: Vet we have our Defe£l$ 
as well as they; and this 1 efteem as one of the 
greateft, to deny them any fliare in Reafon, who fo 
far excel us in Senfe. 

It is a culpable Pride and Envy in Men, llius to 
blaft the Reputation of their animal Kindred, from 
whhrh Vices I know thou art free.

THE Surrender of Perpignan to the Trefuby ftar- 
tlcs the World: A Place inexpugnable by 
Arms, and not to be reduced but by Famine. Some 
that pretend to penetrate into foreign Secrets, lay 
the Blame on the DMkciPO/warez. They fay, that 
when the King of Spain firft heard that Lewis laid Siege 
to this important Place, he would have gone in Per- 
son to its Relief, but that the Duke hindred his De- 
jign, fearing left his own Mifcarriages ihould take 
Wind,when the King was got on the Frontiers: This^ 
they fay, put a ftop to the Levies that were making , 
in Arrag9n and Cafiile^ and damp'd the Courage of 
thofe \7ho were a^ually in Arms. 

Whether this was the Effcdl or no, 'lis certain, 
the DxiXt d*01ivarez had fiifficient Rcafon to be con- 
fcious, knowing, that the Qfandeei of Spain watch'd 
for an. Opportunity to diilodge him from thp King's 
Bread. But, it is ftrange, tliat he ftould at fuch a 
Time, ncgleft any thing that might confirm him in 
his Mailer's Favour, as the faving of Perpignan mufl: 
needs have done : All the Suc^efTesand Mifcarriages 
of x.)\€ Stats, in Peace or War, being attributed to the 
Favourite Mlnifier, 

Where- ever the Fault lies, I have heard jio Man 
et condiett\n the Governor of the Town. 'Tis faid, 
e has given all the Marks of a. Valiant Soldier, a 
prudent Commander, and a faithful Subjedl. Thefc 
Virtues are to be honoiired, even in an Enemy. 

They report, that the Spanijb King put a kind of 
fuperftitious Confidence in the Marquis d*Avila^ 
becaufe one of the fame Family and Title, had for- 
merly defended the Place to Extremity, till the 
SJege wasraifcd. Affurcdly, Virtue is not inherent 
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in Names, nor Viflory entailed to all of the fame 
Blood, fioth the one and the other are owing, in 
a great Meafure, to Providence and Chance. The 
Romans did n6t gain more in the Carthaginian War, 
under the Conduft of Scipia the African^ than thcjr 
lofl afterwards, when another of that Name wai 
t^eneral of th^ir Army. 

'Tis faid, the Duke d'Olivarez is feized with a 
Phrenzy upon the Lofs of this Town, or at leaft, 
counterfeits one. I do not afTert this as a Truth, 
illuftrious Kaimacba'rft, but to Ihew the6 hdw Peo- 
ple are addifted to cenfure; not. only the .Mifcar- 
riages of great Men, but 'the very Regrets whick 
attend their Misfortunes j ag if it were a Crime ih 
them, to mourn for the Calamities whith they could 
fiot prevent. 

In the mean time. Cardinal Ricbliiu has weathered 
a T em pelt raifcd againft him, by the Duke of O/- 
leansy and his Party ; As if the Fate of thefe tvya 
Minifters ran counter, and One muft rife by the 
O/^^r'sFall. 

Olivarez had laid a Train for Cardinal Ricbliet^% 
Dettruftion, but fell into it himfelf. He had cor- 
rupted one of the CardindFs Creatures, who aflocu- 
ted himfelf with the Duke o^ Bouillon^ and the Duke 
of Orleans, Befides private Grudges, they all fuf- 
pedled the Cardinal^ a:s defigning upon the King's 
l)eath to take the Regency inpo his own Hands. They 
acquaint Olivarez w;tl^ their Grievances, and enter 
into a private League with him. He, in Hopes to 
rend the Kingdom of Fr^^rV into fatal Divifions, as 
well as to ruin the Cardinal, 'agrees to furmfh the 
Confpirators with twelve thoufand Foot, and thrde 
thoufand Hor/e, Sedan was to be the Rendezvous of 
this Army. 

But Cardinal Richlieu^ whom no Secret ^cpulc 
cfcape, foon difcovered .the Plot, and acquaints the 
King With it; who fgrtWith caufed tlic Confpi- 
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rators to be. feized, imprifoned, > and twto oiF Uli^ 
jicads to be cut off; the reft were'piirdon'd on^oft- 

Jiitions of^Suri-ender, and perpetual fianifhmentfVoM 
he King's Pre^nce. 

This happe^'d much about the T\mt'thitPerpig»4n 
ftirrcndred,wiiich was on thentnth of the'M^^J^i-i^/i^. 

Tnttiicbeforc, the Confph-atorft hid C& obferfrM 
ihtCardinal's Credit at the Court, that the foftg 
denied him a Vilit, when f equefted, in his ^ioft- 
nefs ; upon wMch the Cardinal withdt^w himfelf. 
But the King was quickly glad to follow him; 
-having no other ReJ^^ in thife midft of his Pt-eT- 
iures, but him who wa's Mafter 6f all the Hearts, 
both of his Sabj6a$ dnd Allies. At that time, the 
CGUi$t de Gtiifche Was defeated in Fianders, ahd 
'the Fanflans wereappwhenfive, that Don Francifio 
de Melo would bring his Porces into the Bowels of 
JPfdinu. None was able to extricate the King out 
^f r6 man]^ Troubles^' bat the Chief Miniftir. Thus 
'by a fortunate C<^n*ur#cnce of Events the Cardinal 
is jseftored to his Mlfter'a Favour, fees his Foreign 
Enemies hnmyed, Perfignan taken, and his Domc- 
ftick Foes cut ofF and baffled. ' 

I pray God, whofc*Eyc is over the Mujptlman Em- 
pire, to preferve thee from all the MkchinatiohiJ of 
thine Enemies, and make thee to ihihe bright in tHe 
Favour of the Grand Signior.

Have fent to the Kaimacbamf an Account of the 
Death of Cardinal Ricblieuj with feme Parages 
relating thereto, wherewith I thought it not proper 
to interrupt thy diviner Thoughts. 

This Great Minifier died the fourth of this InftaAt 
mi9/r, being the kft of the Year, in his Palacf at 
Paris, His Body is interred in the Cbapel of the 
College of Sorbonne^ where he finiOied his Studies, 
and attained the Degree of DoS^r in neology. He 
has left behind him a prodigious Bfbite, amounting to 
a Million of Crowns Yearly ; which he has bequeath- 
ed in Legacies to his Kindred, Friends, and Crea- 
tures. And, as a particular Demonitration of his 
Gratitude to the King, he has Qiade him Keir 
of his Cardinal-Palace, in this City, with all the 
Plate and Furniture in it. And, at the laft Vifit the 
£jng made him (which was a little before his Death} 
he presented him with a Stone worth a hundred 
thoufand Crowns of Gold. Upon which, 'tis diA 
courfed, that the King wiU fettle a yearly Revenue on 
a certain Number of the Sorlonnifls, to celebrate 
Mafs daily for the CardifiaPs Soul, during the Scacc 
ofone Year, aiid once a Year' afterwards on the Day 
that he died. For, thefe Infidels approach thns near 
the true and undefiled Paith\ in that tKey have Hopes 
of Immdrtality, believing the KeJurre£tion of the 
De^, and that the Prayers, Alms, and good Works 
of the Living, do attone for the Sins of the de» 
parted ; as our holy Do6lors teach, and, as is the Pra- 
nce of the Mufulmans throughout the World. 

This 
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This Cardinal was richly endowed by Nature, 
having a ixm Intelledl, vigorous Spirit^ quick Ap- 
ppehenfioB, Tolid Judgment, faithful Memory, and a 
moft prevailing Way of Difcourfe. A Man highly 
ferviceable to his fcing and Countrv ; and there- 
fore defcrving better m the French than thofe fcan- 
dalous Reports and Libels which were tytry where 
hidullriouily fpread abroad^ to lefTen his Fame. Yer, 
there wanted not thofe who ftrewed Flowers on his * 
Grave, and perfumed his AOies with Encomiums ^ and 
Panegyricks. In this he Ihared the common Fate of 
the Great J that he was malign'd and envied Living, 
but honoured with tbe. Tears, of his y^ry Enemies 
when dead. 

There is pn^ Fault to be found in his Condu<5l, 
•without appearing too cenforious, that he being a 
Man confecrated to the Scryice qf the Altar ^ (houldl 
fo* often take, the Field, rind divefting himfelf of 
the peaceful Robes of l^ejigion, ihould cloath him* 
feU^in Steel, delighting more in the Smell of Gun- 
powdierv than that- of Inc(»fe,^smd preferring the 
Noifercf War, to' the' I^tnia. and Antiphrons of. the 
Church: Not. that Religion Is itocfompatible with 
Valour ;jtnd:to,£ght. for oneV Country, is not as* 
lawful and as pious, as to pray for its Profperity.

A Cloud of Sorrow o'cr-fpreads the Kingdom of 
France ; their San is fet ; the mighty Lewis ^ 
for whom all Europe had been too narrow, had he 
liv'd, is now confined within the Limits of a Grave. 
He died at St. Germahs yellerday, being the four- 
teenth of the* fifth Moon\ having left his Queen por** 
fefsM of the Regency, and Cardinal Mazarini of 
the prirfie Condu£l of the State. 

He was a Prince of great Virtue, which with hi^ 
fuccefsful CoriqueHs and Viftories procured him 
the Envy of his Neighbours. And fome Criticks 
among his own Subjecls pretend'' to find many. 
Faults iii his Proceedings; as Breach of Royal 
Promift to the Governor of Saumury when he dcli- 
verM him the Keys of the Town; to the RocheHers^ 
i'h not razing Lewises Fort. * Among Foreigners, the 
Bfiike 6f Saviy, the Du'Ije of Lorrain^ and the Ger^ 
fhttn Umperorrcharge- liim -with BreJtch of Articles 
'^- ..''->*■ G 2 in 
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ia his Treaties. ~ So does the King of Spain. And 
all of them complain, that he alone has involved all 
Cbrifiiftdom in War an4 Blood. 

Every thing has two Handles, and Men are apt to 
take all things bj^ the worfl, efpeciallj in Cafes of 
this Nature. It is difficult for a Sovereign Monarch 
to carry himfelf fo evenly in Peace or War, as to c- 
fcapc Obloquy ; efpecialfy if he be viftgrious. Lo« 
fers mufl have leave to be pceviih. 

But I forget that I fpeak to iiim who can reveal 
the Sentences of greateft Mffharcbs* before whdfe 
unerring Tribunal all earthly Dignities ftand mute. 
Therefore, avoiding all impertinent Gloflcs, I will 
only prefent thee with what is proper to be faid 
without Partiality in Lezvis*9 Vindication, being 
Matter of Fa£>, and leave the Deciiion toothy facred 
Judgment . 

Herein it will not be amifs to call to Mind, how 
the Kings of ^Spain^ and the' whole Hc&fe of Aufiria^ 
have invaded and diflurb'd the Peace oi Europe y from 
time to time, thefe many Year*. ' ^ 

The Ufurpation of Navarre by Ferdinand King of 
Arraj^on began the fatal Jar, when he depofed 

^^ohn of Albrety and Catherine his Queen, though he 
imfelf had no other Title to thislCingdom, than 
what, the Swords of the Arragonians and CaftiUans 
gave hiin; being of Pyrrbus and Lyfander'\ Mind, 
who Icnew^no other Liuaits to their Dominions, than 
what their Enemies ,ftout Refillance fet them, 
rrhus i^avarre being adjacent to old Cafiile^ Bijca^, 
and Galicia, It became a Prey to Spain. Add to 
this, his Breach of Royal Word to Catherine de Me- 
dieis (C^een-Mother of France)^ to Don Antonio 
the next JEieir of F.ertugal,Aht Duke of Savoy ztmL 
Far ma, and Cafberine Duchefi of Bragan^a\ that 
he would acquicfce to the Chamber of Lisbon, *in the 
Cafe of .Succeffion tq the Crowi^ ofForiuga/; wl\^n, 
. contrary t6 all X<aw andr JuIUce, he invaded that 
I' , i 1 v-.> Jvingaom 
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Kingdom unawares, making it a Tributary Province 
to the Spanijh Crown. 

It has beciithe'ufual Method of politick and 
wife 'Princes,' to check the^ Torrent of their Neigh- 
bocD-s growing Greatnefs^ tb lop tat luxuriant Brab^ 
ches of ill-gotten Empire ; and had Henry ly. of 
trance prolong'^ his Life, 'tis thought hd would have 
Tc-tonquer*d Na^arrey and planted the Fidtoer-de- 
Luces in Fontar$bia and Pampthne. Who • can then S 
with Juftice tax Lewis XJII. for managing a War, 
Which all the World expelled of his Father ? 

Moreover^ the Spansfi^ Methods in conqnering 
Mexico znd^efu^ tw^o mighty Empwes'iii Armric/a 
th^ir barbarous Cn|elty^ their inhoman Butbhery of 
Above twenty Miliion^ of the Natives* wJicn neither 
•Dignity, nor Agei, nor Sex, ^as fpar*il, but all be- 
came a Sacrifice to their iniatiable Avarice of Gold, 
<wa6 a fqffici^nt Argument to incenfe all the Princes 
in the World againft them.

I have fent a 
I>ifpatch to the Finer able Mufii, as alfo to the Prin- 
cipal Secretary of 5^irtf» trontainin^the News of

I need not repeat here what I have faid to them ; 
becaufe I know thejr will commonicate to thee my 
Letters. 

• Yet fuffcr me to 6y fomething of this great Mb- 
narch^ whp, had his Nature been more durable, would 
in airPrbbabilitjr have exceeded all his RovalPro- 

fenttofs, both in hh Cononeils abroad, and his ab- 
>lute Sway at home: Or which he gave an early 
'FWagCj appearing at the Head 'bf Armies, at thofe 
Ycari when other Princes are but karning the Rudi* 
-ments of War in the Acudemy. 
' When he was little u^ore tKan twelve Years of Age, 
he began to difcover his Valour and Condu^, in fub- 
datng the Rebels- of ^:Pl7//7*zr and BrnagHe, leading ah 
'Army againft them in his own Perfon. 

Yet that Succefs* did hot difcourage others of 

4iis 8bbje£ls from attempting frtfh,- Iftfurrcilions 

againft him. Pate decreed that he fhould gather

wekome home their Sovereign, his Ears were alwajia 
grated with the unwelcome News of CiW7 Wars in 
his ©wn Kingdom. 

Yet he that coniiders need not wonder at theic 
Convulfions of the ^ate of Fraace, or iJxy other 
2Cij3gdom Co populous as that is. . laihicOfcom^sny 
of the IJjiiverfey tho' it - be governed by an Eurvisl 
Providence, which cannot err, yet we^fce the ElemHUs 
at War with each other, ^ana th^tpeipe^aally; and 
out of this refllefs Strife and Quarrel ariles the Health 
and good Conilitution of the NaturalY^wlSi. So is 
it in the P^/zV/Vi^/ World: t^o Kingdom or Commonr 
wealth can fubfiil >vithout Purgations of her peccant 
and fuperfluous Humours; which War effe^s, as 
the moiK appzopriaie and natural Remedy in fuch 
Cafts. 
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V feiihcr'hadirtitr// any great lleaTon to be angry 
at diefe Diforden, iince* through his prudent Ma- 
nagement they &nuih*d him both with the Oppor- 
tuility and Means to reduce this Kingdom co an en- 
tire Obedience^ which his Freiec^ors could ne- 
'jRBir acdonpfifl^ Thus, they 6v> the Palm, the 
more it is oppitfled with Weights, flioots up the 
higher.

1 have fcen, at fach a Time, fixtcen 
Pricfts before the Altar, all veftcd in moft coftly 
Silks, embroider^ with Gold and Pearls. 

They have alfo many Chapels and Altars in the 
fame Church, and fometimes they celebrate Mafi on 
all the Altars togetiicr ; differing herein from thofe 
of the Greek Cmmunion, who have but one Altar in 
a Temple : For whiclrthcy plead Antiquity, it never 
having been known that the ffrimitive Cbriftians 
had any more. On the other fide, the Romans 
plead Conveniency, for the Multitude of their Altars ; 
that the Pape has a Ppwertodifpenfe with the ancient 
Rites and Traditions in fuch Cafes; and that nothing 
-was more reafonable than that their Altars /hould be 
multiplied, as the Number df their Profelytes and 
Pr lefts incrcas'd. 

I will not pretend to decide this Controvcrfy ; 
permit me only to fay, that the faithful Muffal- 
mam have more Reafon to require fcveral Preachers 
at the fame time in our magnificent Mofques, where 
it is impoflible for^ sili the Auditor! in fo vail 
an Afiembly, to hear and underRand the Lat9 ex* 
pounded bf one Man, though it be performed in. 
,the vulvar Tongue : Whereas, their Service is cele- 
brated m a Language whereof the Multitude are 
utterly ignorant. It matters not much whether they 
are near the Vrieft at the Altar, ot afar of, fince 
they underftand not a Word he fayS; and the Gre^ 
liam judge it fufficient to be prefent at this their dai^ 
ly Sacrifice, though it be at the very Porch of the 
Temple. 

Another Difterence th^e i« alfo between thefe 
two Churches; The Roman allows not a married 
Prieftt unlefs in fome extraordinary Cafes, and 
then the Pepe''^ Difpenfation m«ft be procured.

• The IJland o^Tercera was the only Place that held 
out againft the New King, when all others with Ex* 
prelfions of extraordittary Joy for their Deliverance 
from the Cajiilian Yoke, fubmitted to, and acknow* 
Icdged D. Judn (k Braganza, as the- Lawful Heir of 
that Crown. 

The Refiftance which the Governor t)f this IJland 
made, obliged the King to fend thither a certain 
Number of Ships of War, to block up the Place,' 
and hinder the Importance of any Provifions. And 
this Courfe prov'd fucccfsful; for, though the 
Spaniards attempted f#veral Times to relieve ir, 
yet their Vcflels were either taken by the Porta- 
guefe Fleet, or fent back again without doing their 
Errand. So that at length, D^« Alvaro de Viveiros, 
the Governor, finding himfelf reduced to great 
Streights for want of Necefl^ries, without any Hopes 
of being relieved, was forced to capitulate and fur- 
render. ; • ' ' ; ■ 

The New King has made an -/^///tf»r^ with the 
Swedes, which is of no fmall A-dvantage to him; 
having thereby cftabliftied a Commerce with that 
Country, and furnilhing hitnfelf from thence with 
Powder, Horfes, Arms, and all other Provifions of 
War. 

He has alfo made a T^reatj wit^ the Hollanders, 

but hot with fo good iSuceelsas'the former. Thou 

haft heard, what Pifleffions the Kings of Sfain and" 

Portugal have acquired in Amerkai they being the 

\ -^ ^ H firft 
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firft Difcoverers of that Ne» World. It happened 
that about the Time of the kte Revolution In Por^ 
tugaU the Hollanders of Brajil took from the Por» 
tugttezi th^ Towns of Angola^ St. Thomas^ Marag- 
non, and other Places belonging to D. yuan de Bra* 
ganza in thofe Parts. The Knowledge of this co- 
ming to the P^rCfQ^iv^z^ C9urU caufed the King tq 
fend his 4mbaffkdor to demand of the States the Rexi* 
fon of this Breach. Th^y anfwer, it was done before 
the News of the Revolution had reached the Wefi* 
Indies. This, with fome Adls of HofHlity in the 
Oriental ?zjt9, has lefTen^d the good Underftanding 
V^hich was between them. 

In the mean time, the Spight and Hatre4 of the 
Caftiltans increafed daily ; much Blood was fpUt on 
the Frontiers of Portugal, which obliged D. yuan 
to eUablifh fix Places of Strength, quartering in them 
an Armj^ of thirty ^houf^nd Map. The Spaniards^ 
io oppoie thefe Forces, bai^ liii:ewiie four or five Ar> .

Crown, and the Release of his Ropl Brother Don 
iOuartuSt of whom I formerly made mention in ons 
of my Letters. 

Thou wilt not perhaps think nw troubkfome, if I 
Kikte ta thee how the Zfamards ufed this unfortunate 
Prince after they haid imprifc^^d him : Neither is it 
alxogethfir impertinent, to let t^ee fee, how fpightful 
this Nation is in thei<: Revenges* and how cruel in 
tjie Execution of their Reientments. 

After Dw Duartus was deliver*d into the Hands 
of the Marquis Caflil Rodrigo,^ the Spaniards gave 
liim not the Entertainment and RefpeA due to a 
Prince, but uijbd hkn like, a Slayeor a Malefador, 
cs(,ufin£ hlffi to be lodg^ in a ipie^n dark Chamber, 
bis flbufida to- be chained 9Mei;y Night, his Roberto 
be t^enfrom hifxV/nQ9e;0f his Doi^efllcks fuffer* 
cd tf^ cofs^ nenr hi|i|ji. 1^4 doing.al}:th^ Indignities.

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to him that their Malice could fuggeft, as proper, 
Means to render his Imprifonment intolerable, and 
his Life A Burden. IF thou askell me for what Crime 
it was they thus puniftied him, I can tell thee of 
rone, unlefs it were one, to be fo nearly related to

But -this is not the 'ohly Example of the Spanijb 
Cruelty ; they executed their Revenge on, poor uri- 
arm'd Peafartts in the Field j the Duke de Aha 
caufing thrfee hundred Ppriugueze Husbandmen, as 
they were labouring ill their Vineprds, to be murdur- 
cd in cold Blood, facrificing th'em, as ht faid, to the 
Ghojls of the flaughter'd Cajlilians. And it was at- 
tributed to their under- hand Infinuations, that four 
J?ortvgutzt Ambafladors, with three and fifty of their 
Train were barbaroufly put to Death by the Japo- 
neffs, againft the Law of Nature, and the Sanftion 
cf all Nations. Such Violences have never been pra- 
£lis'd in' the Ottoman Empire ; the SanSiuary of the" 
Earth' has hot been profan'd by an liijuftke of fo

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t cbuld hardly Wicve the firfl Reports of this* 
*rreafoii, till I was at length fully convinced by an- 
dertiable TeftimoHics, that it was too true. 

Yet, it is a Secret even in the French Court. I a- 
ton^ have difeovcred this Myftery, by the Means of 
a Jew and a Graciatiy both my Agents in thole* 
Parts, and Men whom I can confide in. 

The Bufmefs is this. The Bafd's and' Govfrnorr 
of the Ijles before mentioned, have confpired to- 
gether to divide themfelves from the Body of the 
Ottoman Empire^ .and to make the JJlanh of the 
MgiAH Zt^^ a Commonwealth independent on the* 
Tbront which governs the World. The Uajfa of

It has been the Cuflom of the Port, to^conniver 
Ibr a confiderable Time at the OpprefGon% Rapines, . 
and Exa^ions of the BaJ/aiiiTid G^ernorsof Pro*- • 
vinces f to fuBer them to harafs- the People under* 
tftcir Juri{d'.<^ion ; to prllage and* fpoil them of' 
their Moneys, Goods and Eftatcs, till they have: 
^mais'd together vaft Sums of Money. And then,, 
irhas b^en as ufual for the Sultans^ upon the leail 
Complaint) to fend the Bow-String,to the Criminal^ 
iajfa. 
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Whatever may be pleaded in Defence of this 
Method in former Times, my Opinion is, th^t it 
"may prove dangerous now. And,. if'I may be per- 
mittejl to fpeak freely, I have Reafon to think, that 
this wa$ one Ground of the deligned Treafon iii the 
IJles of the jEgean Sea. 

Formerly, thoie who were removed to thefe 
Commands, were not fo well verfed in the Maxims 
oi' Policy, nor fo apprehenfive of the Cabinet Secjets 
of StiUe. But now the Age is refined. Men are 
more fubtle, jealous and (elfifli than they were \ 
Nature teach'es all Men to preferve their Lives with 
utlnoft Diligence. 

The BaJJa of Cyprus y vvho is the Ring-leader of 
thi^s Confpiracy, has been let alone in a long Courfe 
of Tyranny and Oppreffion over his Subjects ; by 
which Means, he has heaped to himfelf prodigious 
Trealures. His guilty Mind "told him, that Com- 
plaints Would be made againit hiqi, and that one 
time or other he muft be ttrangled. He kne.w tkat 
his Gold would be better thought to becoine the 
SuItao\ Seraglio than his own ; and, that he had 
been long enough in his OiSce, to ferve the Politick 
"Ends of State. 

Revolving thofe Things in his Mind, he quickly 
concluded, that the Crimes he had been guilty of 
in ,his Government, would dra\y upon him inevi- 
table Ruin, unlefs he prevented it by committing 
grAter. And that, as Opprefljon of his Subjects 
liad made him Rich, fo Treafon againfl his Sovcr 
reign muft make him Safe. He communicates his 
Thoughts to fome of his trully Friends and Con- 
fidents. *They encourage him to proceed, repre- 
fenting to him the natural Strength of the I/land^ 
feconded hy Abundance of ftrong Forts and. Caflle's: 
That the Soldiers might ealily ^e vvon to his Party 
by Money, and the Inhabitants might $e pacified by 
fome puWick Reflitutions, and Other Adls of Ihdut 
gencc. Thus 
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Thus was the Foundation laid of this formidabte 
Treafon, which foon gather'd Strength by the Ac- 
ceffion of more Confpirators, till at length all the 
IJles aforefaid were engaged in the diiloyal League. 

I will not prdiitne to di£tate what is to be done 
in this Cafe. I leave that to thy oraculous Sen- 
tence. But permit me to fuggell • my Thoughts^ 
of a ' proper Means to prevent the like Mifcarriages 
for the future. AnAthat is hy executing timely and 
impartial Juftice. It feema to me, not only a Re- 
flexion on the ^//j^/V/ of the ijw^4r/W Sword, but 
alfo dii* the Tolithks of the iR^ji?/ Cabinet, to fuffer 
a Bajpi to grow rich by,Oppreffion of th^VCeopIe 
under his Conumrid'/ For, when he has thus plun- 
dered hisSubje.fts ,^6 fill his own Coffers, he has 
armed himfelf "with" the very Sinews and Nerves of 
Rebellion; Money being that which gives Life and 
Motion tp all"great^ii<ij)oId Undertakings! . .

coming Soldiers themfelfcit for, of fuch as thefe, !^ 
the Iitfkntry cifratfci c<mipofed. Hence, it is not 
to b^ admired, that thev are efteesQcd xht feeblef^,

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Midreflesy tione^oflefsM a larger Share of his Af- 
fe^ions, than the Dutcbifs oi Beaufort » by her he 
had jtwo Sons the eldett is called Alexander^ ^ 
other Ci€jaK They are botll how living,, and ^ 
joy great Preferments; the Pirft, bcihg made Grand 
Prior of the French knigbtj of Maha^ whicTiis a 
Dignity next to that tXMaJliroi the Order, who 
coindiinds the whole tjaad. It is obiervaUc, that 
this Alexander^ during his Father's Life-time, had 
Attained no higher than to be made 4 Knight ; but, 
^ foon as his Brother Lewis XIII. came to the 
Croton, he procai*ed hiih the tionour he now ham 
The fecond Bi-other alfo is made Governor of 
Btetaigjoe, and married t6 th^ Duke of Hercaurh 
Ditlghter. Bt Which' Means> he is become one 
bf th« ridieft renrt in ff^afuf. Iting ffettrj had aUb 
two other Sons* one of his own Name, whom he 
mt on ^Uarcbionefs otTefneinJlei he is now a 



and Ab^ot, which are confiderable Dignities 
iti' tSc Cbureb. *l*hft athei' Sbn ihey call Antoine, 
%vhofe Mother wa< the CouHtefi ot Motret. Me alfo 
is invefted withihe like Eee/efia/Hcal Honours as 
his Brother Henry, *rhtf6 four Brothers, though by 
the French efteem^d as Baftards (becaufe bom of the 
Kin^'i C^ncuiines) afe heVftrthekG entrufted with 
thtf Oti(^l and Preferments aheadv mentioned. 
tHthout any Jealoufy that they will be guilty ot 
fililfter Prances to embroil the State y or gain the 
Crott^n. And, if I may fpeak freely, there leems to 
be moit of Humanity and Juftice in this Courfe^ 
than in that cruel Cuftom of our Su/tans, who no 
fooner afcend the Throne, but all their Brethren 
are immediately (aerified to their Sufpicion and 
the Eyds oT State i or^ if they thance to efcape the 
SotO'ftjringf are detain^ their whole Life-time in a 
tloft imprifonment, which is woriie than Death. 

Lewis 
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Lewis XIII has alfo left another Brother behind 
him, born of the fame Mother as himfelf. They 
call him, the Duke of Orleans i a Man of a daring 
Spirit, and great Refolution. He was but newly 
come to the Court y having been.baniihed for foxne 
Enterprizes againft his Brother. 

It was the Opinion of the French ^ that this Prince 
would have a Share in the Regency, but Letpis 
would by no Means confent to it, _to the Prejudice 
of his Queen, whom he left entirely pofTefs'd of 
the Sovereign Power, 'till the young King comes of 
Age. However, as yet fhe holds a feeming Cor- 
relpondence with . the Duke of Orkdns, and the 
Prince of Conde i by whofe Mediations, fevcral 
Grandees y Who were Prifoners ot S^ate, are nbw 
releafed, and make their Appearance at the 
Court, 

From hence thou may eft gather, that Things are 
not managed here with fuch Rigour and Severity, 
as at ConJIantinopief vvhere the Commands of our 
invincible Empetsrs are impetuous, and Ejsecution 
fwift. 

There is a Bifliop to whom the ^een-Regent feems 
to be inclin'd. He has the Chara^lcj: of a very good 
Mart, but they fay, he is too' limply honell for a 
C ourtier y2iT\i -that Cardinal Mazarini will over-reach 
Jiim. Howevier, that Prelate has tht^eenh Ear at 
prefent, and' his Creatures extol him for a Man of 
great Abilities. ' 'Tis faid, ^the ^ueen has writ " to 
thdPffpe, dpliting zCardinaPs Hat for him: And 
fome whifper,* that he will be made the Prime Mi- 
nijler, in , the Room of Mazarini. To .ipeak my 
Sentiment, I wilh he were ; for there feettis not io 
much Reafon to apprehend from his Cc^unfels any 
notable Defign againft the Ottoman Port, as from 
thofc of the Cardinal, whom I look upon as a 
Second Ricblieu. Here are feveral Interefts on 
Foot 9 the whole Court is divided into Fafli- 
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oti^j ftrivkig to undermine and fupplant eack 
other. 

It is not here as in l^urkeyy where the great«ft 
Bajfa\ are but the Sultan's Saves. The Prifues of 
France are equal to fome Sovereign Kings ; and upon 
the lead Grudge, will raife Armies, and give th« 
K.ing Battel, if he does not come to their Terms, 
and make a {atisfa^or)^ Compofition. Neither dares 
the King put. any of them to Death, for fear of the 
People, who generally take their Part, being greedy 
of Novelties j and prone to rebel. 
• Wouldft thou know, by what Means the Nobility 
of Trance arrived to fuch a dangerous Power ? I tell 
thee, in a word, the Kiags themfelves have put a 
Sword into their Hands, which they fpare not to 
drlRv, when their Ambition or Difcontent prompt* 
them to it. They are freed from all Tribute and 
Homage ; have the Command of whole Provinces 
committed to them, in which are great Numbers of 
walled Towns, Forts and Callles. Thefe great 
Charges, procure them the Eftecm and Veneration 
of the People living under their Government ; who 
honour them as Kings, and readily take up Arms in 
their Vindication. 

The "^een Regent is fearful, left they ihould take 
Advantage of her Son's Minority j and, under Pre- 
tence of reforming the StaiCy or ferving the King's. 
Intereft, 'they fhould involve the Kingdom in Civil 
Wars. ' She keeps a ftridl Watch over the Duke, 
of Orleans I arid 6bferves the Prince of Conde'^s 
Motions : Her Guards are doubled, and fhe neglefts 
nothing that may afTure the Interefts of the 
Croivn.

Native of Brabant^ who having ^been bred up ia 
the Art of diitilling Strong Waters^ his Putron hi- 
red hjm a Shop; fumiihing hioi with all Materials 
and NeceiHiri^s to profecute his Calhng,. in hojpeJ^ of 
very profitable Returns.

This 
fe a Forrmality -ufed allover Chrijiendom in fucK Cafes, 
and fcrvcs foi- a ^(^^(/i^' to Hypocrites, The hencb 
Grandees make uTe of it to mafqUe their feveral poli-. 
tick Defigns. They- wear Btacky the Emblem of 
Badnefsy to denote their Gf'/^ for the dead Monarchy 
and yet they feaft and revel, to the end they may 
fend more of the Royal Blood after hilrf. The Mat- 
ter I am goitig to inform thcCvOf, is tragical in it 
fclf ; and hid been wotfe, but for the' Prevention of 
Providence. 
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Three Days ago» the Prituis of Jthe Bloody with, 
divers of the rr/W N^ilitff were invited to a 
Feafl by the ^een'% Order. The Place where *t was 
iept, is called the New Caftle. It is needlefs for me 
to defcribe the magnificent Entertainment ; thou 
may^ii conclude, au things were performed with 
great Cod and Majefly.

HERB is a&Enicome to tldsiCity, if he 
.ii^jt becalkdaMts, .'who pretdads to 
have lived about thefe iixteen Hundred. 
Years. They call him the Wandringjm. 
Bttt fome iajr, he u an lmp9ftir. He fay's of him* 
felf, that he was Vper of the OixHin in Jirufaiem^ 
(the Jews call It the Cwrt oi Judgment) where all 
CrimiuslJCdufes vrtrt tryM* at the Time when 
Jeju4, the Son QiMary^ the Cbrifthn^z MeffiitSj was 

con- 
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condemned by Pontius FiUU the 'R>man Prefident. 
That his Name was Micbob Aieri and that, for 
thrufting J ejus out of the Hall with thcfc Words, 
G#, why tarrieft thou f The Mejpas anfwcred him 
again; 2 go^ but tarry tbou'* till I come; thereby 
condemning him to live till the Day pf Judgment. 
He pretends to remember the Jtofhi. that lived 
in thofe Days^ ^nd that h^ himfelt was Baptized by 
one of them ; that he Has travelled through all the 
Regions of the Worlds and fo muil continue to be-a 
Vagabond 'till the MeJpasHtiaM return again. They 
fay, that he heals Difeafes, by touching the Party 
affeded. Divers othtr Mirae/es are afcribed to him 
by the Ignorant and Superftitious: But the Learned^ 
the Noble and the Greaty cenfurehim as a Counter- 
feit or a Madman. Yet there are, who affirm, that 
*tis one convincing Argument of the Reality pf 
his Pretence, that he has hitherto cfcaped a Pri- 
fon, elpecially in thefe Countries, where the Au- 
thors of all Innovations are feverely punifh'd. He 
has efcaped the Inquifitions at Rome^ in ^pain^ and in 
Portugal, which, the Vulgar will have to be an evir 
dint Miracle. . 

One Day I had the '^Curioiity to difcourfe with 
him in feveral Languages » and* I found him Ma- 
iler of alh thofe that I could fpeak.

other Sepulchres. Thon who haft been at the Hofy 
Flaci, knoweft whether this be true or falfe. He 

S>l»aids the Pitiian Mahometans with Luxury^ the 
ttoffums with ^yanny^ the Arabians with Aobleru 
the M99rs with trsulty^ and the Mujfulmans of the 
Indies ^m^ Atheifm: Nor does he Q»re to reproach 
the Chriftian Churches : He taxes the 'Raman and 
Grecian widi the Pompous Idolatry of the Heathens.

The Houfe was filPd 
with Tears and Sighs, and a mournful "Cloud fat ot;l 
every Brow. He lay thus . for the Space of thirty 
five Hours, dead in the Suppoiition of all his 
Family. When the Watchers, who fat by, were 
fuddenly aftoniihed to hear him fneeze ; they ran 
away at firft, as People affrighted at fome ghaftly 
Vifion, an4. alarmed the whole Neighbourhood witji 
tlift News; Fhjficidns were feiit for, who cauftng 
iiim to be laid m a* warm Bed, and ufing proper

I pafs away fome of my Time among Seamen; 
efpecially fuch as (ail in the Levant i their very Breath 
is a ReUef when I am Chambcr-fick, or Itifled with 
the clofe Vapours of Paris, I fancy their Lungs 
tranfport hither the Breezes of the Mediterranean^ or 
the more wholefome Airs oi Afia, I talkfo familiar- 
ly with them in their Marine DialeB^ that they fcru- 
plc not to take me for a Tarpaulin^ and therefore en- 
tertain me, without Refcrve, as one of their Crew. 

This very Evening, I was with fome of thefe Re-

Believe me, it came in a feafonable Time, to refcue 
ne outofadifmal Melancholy, which had feized 
my Spirits. Surely Fate diredled thy Pen, and 
Providence timed the arrival of the Veflcl which 
brought me this happy News from ^frick^ in the 
faddeft Hour of all my Life. Juft as the MefTenger 
knockM at my Chamber- Door, (where I fate over- 
whelmed with doleful Thoughts) the whole World 
feemM to me a vaft Wildernefe or Defart, inhabi- 
ted only by Beafts of(Prey, where the Great and 
Strong devoifr thofe whofe Weaknefs cannot arm 
them in their own Defence. A mere Stage of 
Tragedies, the Shambles of cruel Butcheries and 
Murders. In this^ Figure did my troubled Imagi- 
nation rcprefent the Eartk, with all the Race of 
Adam dwelling upon it. If I could propofe to my 
ielf fuch a Thing as a Friend in the World, I 
know not how long 'tvyould be, before that y^rj 
Perfon whom I had greatefi Rea/oii to efteem as 
fiich, might prove my mortal Enemy j of fo brit- 
tle a Compofition is the Fidelity of Man.

They 
took £ve i^ons on the Shore ; stnd^ piercing far- 
ther into the Country, made themfelves Mailers 
of Jriane, a great "To wx^ and fackcd Codegoro,

On the other Side, the BarherinCz feizedon Spilim- 
hrto, Figniv0la\ and Comq other weakly guarded 
Towns on the l^rontiera of Modina^ and killed two 
hundred of the Confederatis^ who had invefted Cr/- 
valciuri. Cardinal Antonio^ on the PQpi% Side, has 
the A<&nagement of the War; a Man of an afpiring 
Genius t and very fubtle. He perceiving the Duke 
of iufcany incenfed at the late Lofs had taken the 
Field, with a confiderable Army, fends Hz thousand 
Mentooppofe him, but they were raw and undif- 
ciplinM Soldiers, and could not hinder the Duki*9 
Forces from feizjng an important Pafs, and reducing 
the City of Pievet Monteleonei Caftiliano del Lag9 
and PaJJtniano, 

While the Bons of War were thus buficd in the 
Field, the Agents, of Peace were not wanting on 
all Sides^ to accommodate, the Differences that . 

But^ 
jthey did no more than amufe one another with Am^ 
higuities. Subterfuges, and Evadons j while^ the 
Barierini'% fought to gain Time, and draw the King 
of Spain to countenance their Interelb. The Veni" 
7/i7/ri, fenfible of this under liand Dealing, protefUd 
•by theu- AmbafTador at Madrid^ that they would 
;unite with the French Crown ^ if his C^tMUk Ma» 
'lefiy fhould by indirect Ways firengjthcn the Barbe- 
rinPi* The King, apprehenfive of fuch a League| 
forbear? to meddle in an AFair which might b$ fo 
injurious to Spain, and gives tnllr unions to his Amr 
baffadors at ib/RT^, ani other Cffui:U,Q£/taIy, tome* 
diate a Peace, which niight be advantageous to.the 
'Confederates, iu 

The Treaties however came to nothing, and the 
Mediators, finding themselves eluded, fufpeitded 
their Negotiations, and gavefrefh Opportunity po the 
Men of Arms to pjay their Parts. Cardinal Antcnio 
. - aiTaulted 
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aiiaulted N^nantoU with four thotifand Mti), but was 
defeated by the Venetians^ who flew fcveral hundreds 
cf his Soldiers, and took two hundred Prifoncrs. Af- 
ter this the Canfederaiei plunder'd all the Country 
of Ferrara, and took VetgatOy defended by eight hun» 
died Men. In the Surprizal of Baza ffo, they killed 
above two hundred of the Enemy ; and, marchings 
forward, took Monteria, Serrava/If^ and other Places; 
ii^hile Cardinal Earbertnt*s Forces, were cut off at 
Birgo St. Sefolebro, where he Inft eight Cannon, 
few Petards, with abundance of Provifions. 

It would be an endlcfs Task, to recount all the 
Skirmi(hes and Battels that have pafTed between them. 
I only inform thee of the mod remarkable, that thou 
ftttycft infert them in the Regrfter of the Ottoman , 
Empire. ^ ■ 

Tb conclude this Letter, it will be worth thy Ob- 
fcrvation, that the Fopt falHng' fick, and his Death 
feared, dfd mu^h ccindnce to put an End to chele 
Bifferetices. For, thcr Bitrberinfsy now being ap- 
preheftfive of the Advantage his Death would give 
the Confederate princes y .were very forward to em- 
bAce any Overtures of Peace: So that by the Dex- 
terity of the French Miniflers, it was atlaft concluded, 
and all Differences adjured ; the Duke of Parma\ 
Territories being reftored to him, the Cenfures of 
the Ciwrr^ taken off, and the Ecclefiafiick State put 
in the fame Condition it was in at the beginning of 
the War.

LETTER Xin. 

To the Kaimachiam.. 

THOCJ had often require4 an Account of the 
Parliament of France^ which is the Supreme 
Court pi the Kingdom. Though the Name be known 
at the Sublime Perty yet the Minifters are unao^uaint- 
cd with the Power and Authority of the Senate* 

When it was &t^ inftituted it c^nfifted of twelv€S[ 
Peers, an hundred BUjbdts^ and all the Frime Noii"^ 
lity ,of the LaQd> who had Power to give Audience 
to^oxtigtiiuimbajfa^iorsy to adjuft all Differences of 
the Subje6bs. In iine« it might then be called the 
Sovereign Tribunal, from whence ther^ could be no. 
Appeal. Three Foreign Kings have fat as Members 
of this Court, It was in tho(e Days ambulatory^ 
following the King whitherfoever he went; but 
now it IS always aHembled in Parii* in the Palace 
which Philip the Fair built for his own Dwelling-' 
Houfe* This Parliament is divided into feven; 
Chambers J whereof that which they call the GREAt 
CHAMBER, is the Chic£ There belong to thia. 
Chamber,, (tvtn PrefidentSp XwAst^Counfelhrs, the 
King's Cadi, or Attorney, with a great Number of 
Advocates, • and Men of the Law. The Prefidents 
and Coun/ellors i^xt cloath'd in Scarlet, which ftrikes; 
an awful Reverence into all that approach their 
Prcfence. Some call this the Golden Chamber i, 

* ". ■ and 
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tnd well they ifiay, fince thit glUteriog Metal is 
thought to be the Um])ire of the mod Caufes that are 
tryea in this Ciurti He that brings moft GoId» \% 
fare to have his Buiinefs iirft difpatched, and to come 
off Conqueror. For, «9 their prefenf Power is little 
clfe but a mere Formality, {o is alfo their Jufticc. 
The Kings of France^ have gradually fo dipp'd their 
' original Authority, fhat now Ihtj ttim to be but ihh 
Shadow pi their ancient Selves. They never pre- 
tend to meddle with Ecclefiaftual Affairs ; that was 
always out of their Jurifdi&on. The Mufti oi Rome 
claims this Prerogative as his Aight. From whence 
thou.may'ft obferve, how maim*d and imperfed . is 
th^ Royalty of Ci^/)?/rf» Kings i who cannot puniih 
their owA 8ubje6lsj if C/<pr^-«r^^, v^lthout thtPof^^ 
Permiffion-. Vet, though this Chamber cannot 
lAeddte With the Etekfiaflicks^ they hdve a Pri- 
vilege to difpofc 6f the Regeilcy, durihg IheKingl 
MinoHty $ as is levident in the kte !^etn*M9tber, 
M^f) di Midich^ a»d the preftnt AHfie of Auftrin^ 
Who Were both by the I*arliariie<it dedaJ-ed Regents. 
I'hey alfo contirtai all the'King^^s EdiSs \ neither dot-l 
Ke pi'oclaim W^ without their Go^ifent, or eftistbliife 
iA'y AliiaHce. 

Inhere afe alfo befides this, fiJt other Chambert of 
Tatliements ; ^y^ wherecrf", are called Cbirnben of 
tnquefli'y and they confift of tWd Frejiients^ twenty 
Connjeilbrsy -and a convenient Number of Lawpn. 
The fixth Chamber y is a CoUedlion out of all the 
tt^y and contains no lefs than two hundred Offi' 
cer s. Here, all Criminal Caufes are try*d ; which art 
either immediately, or by Appeal Drought before 
theftij us in tkfe Chambers 6f InqueftSy Controvert 
fies of the Civil La^ are detidcd . 

It is a plcafant Sight, to fee the Men of the Lam 
all in their Habits, which are xtry glorious and 
rich, indeed, all the Cicixcns of PaHs^ are ex- 
tremely gallant in their Apparel Bttt> I cannot be

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recoAcited t6 thtir laVifh CJuftofft, of changing the 
•Fafliioil of their Cloathcs-alinoft Vntjti every Mpon. 

This Vanity has bech forbid in all well-ordered 
CofHmdHztfedlfhs. Aiid, thoti knovfeft, our Eajfeph 
Pgbple ^ouia ay foon ht ftrip|3'd of their Skins, ^s 
^ahge the Faflildn, which has been in ufe for im- 
memorable Ages. Here they have no Diftindlion of 
Drefs, the Noble and Vulgar,' Rich and Poor, g6 
all alike- You cannot difcct-n a S/ave from a Prina 
by his Garb. • ^ 

Paris is divided intafbnr Parts, The City, th.i UnU 
wtj^tyythc Toton, and the Suburbs. It is about thtcfe 
Leagues in Circuit ; feated adVantageoully enougH, 
b&t wanting Fortifications. Henry IV. had added 
fomt Strength to it, fiad he not beenapptehehfire df 
the fedrtioui Humbur of the Inhabitants, "V^ho ih 
tiine ihight make an ill Ufe of his Kindnefs, and 
s fiiut thoft Gates' agaiilil'him> which he Ihould build 
Tor their Defence agairift a Foreign Enemy. 

The Oourtit gcncrtlly jtt, St, GeriHain en Lny; one 
bf the King's Rbyal^Mihfioni, feated on the To^ x9E 
i Mountain, whfch confimands a Profpeft of a largte 
fend beautiful Valley/ I haVc Wfen^liercbftcid, thit 
I niight be the better able to penetrate into the Coti- 
duft of Cardinal Mas^ariniy vrho is never from the 
^een-Regent. I have already tranfinitted to the 
Sublime Forty fuch Intelligence as I could gain of 
this "GreatMiniJler^t Intrigues. I will now enter- 
tain thee with a Glimpfe of this Palace, that thereby 
thou may'ft conjeGurc at the Magnificence of the 
Kiii^s of Frakce,' .' " ' 

■ It is divided liito two Pai-tsV the OA/ and the 
Nezd, The former was built by Cbariis I. the lat- 
ter by Henry IV. That may boaft of its Antiquity, 
but this is fo majeftick and coftly a Strufture, ia& 
fufficiently demohfti^ies, that mhdern Archite^ 
?ome not far fliort of tht ancient Remans. The 
Rooms arfc all bfty andlatgey the Roof ind Ceilingi

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admirably contrived and adorned; the whole conliftr 
of fo many Courts, that it rather loplcs like a Town 
than the Seat of one Family. 

But paiidon me, iUuftrioui Kaimachami if I tell 
thee, that none of the Kings of the Eaft can 
match t^his Monarch in the Gardens belonging to 
this Palace, I faw there fuch a charming Variety 
of delightful Objeds, as made Art feem to furpafs 
Nature^ and even to out-do itfelf. In a word, 
the Chriftian Princes are -^tty ingenious in the 
Contrivance of th^ir Pieafures, and make all the £le- 
jnents contribute to their Recreations. Thou had 
often feen the ^tificial Fireworks which .arc exhi- 
bited at Conftantin9f(Ie zt ovLt F^ivalsj and. on- all 
Occafions of publick Joy« But, thou haA'never be- 
held fuch Water 'Works as are expofed in the Gar- 
dens of this Palace every Day. There, by the 
mtrt Force of this liquid Element, Inflruments of * 
Mufick are itX at Work;^ which afford a Harmony 
little, inferior . to. the beft Conforts in< the World; 
and, which extremely adds to the- Pleafure, one 
nuy at the fame Time behold feeming Muficians 
plaj^ing on them, and keeping as exadl Time with 
their Fingers' jon the Keys of Organs, Strings of 
Viols and Lutes, as if they were living Perfons. 
There you may. fee all Manner of mechanick 
Trades exjcrcifed by Statues, who do every Thing 
with a proper Aftion, and are very eager at their 
Employments, fo long as the Water gives them . 
Motion ;, when that ceafes, they.all return to theip . 
primitive Inaftivity. from hence you pafs to a 
feeming Sea, with 7>//tf»i moving on Dolphins, zni 
founding their Shell-Trumpets before Neptune, wh« 
.is drawn in a, Chariot by four Tortoifes. The Stoiy 
of Perfeus zxAAndromeday is alfo afted to the Life 
bv mere Statue^. But the moft ingenious Piece of 
Workmanfhip, is, Orphefu phiyinQ on.a Viol, while 
the Trees move, and. Wild Beafis dance round 

abouL 
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about hiin. This isfo coftlyan Invention, that, as 
one of the Overfeers of the iVater-Works told me, a 
String of Orpbeus^^ Viol being broken, cod the late 
King Lewis thirteen hundred Crowns to repair it 
again. • 

We Mahometans, are apt to value our fclvcs too 
high on the Score of our Princes Grandeur. We 
boafly we flourilh, and are guilty of a thoufand 
Iftfults, defpifing and puttings the reft of Mankind 
under our Sandals, as if none of the Race of Adam. 
undcrftood the World but v^e, or had the Wit and 
Power to carve out to thcmfelvcs the fame Felici- 
ties we enjoy. The Monarcbs of the Eaft^ ftyle 
themfclvcs, ihe only happy Ones^ Pojjfeffhrs of infinite 
treafureSf Kings of the IVorld, Shadows of God, and 
what not I C'he Great Mogul, with his Omrahs and 
Rajas, pride thcmfelycs in their Elephants : So do 
the Kings and Mandarins of China and Tunquin. The ^ 
Sophi of Perfia, fwells at the' Sight of his immenfc \ 
Treafures of Gold and precious Stones ; glorying,. 
That the very Shoes of his Horfes, are of the moll 
exalted Metal j alfo the Mangers wherein they 
feed, and the Kails whereby they are faftcned to the 
Ground. The Chamoi Tartary rejoices in the C f' 
Multitude and Strength of his Horfes, his winged J ; 
Chariots and Waggons, and, that when his Ar- ) j 
mics rife and fit down, the Earth trembles with ^' 
th^ir Weight^and Motion.- ^Tis . true-indeed, the 
GraudSignior^ . who i^ the tvi/efi of the fJ^ife^ a|i4 
the greatefi of thcfe great Ones, is not guilty of 
fhis Vanity. He is dellincd by the Lord of the Uni' 
verfe, to chaftife the Follies both of the Eaft and the 
"Weft : Yet, his Slaves cannot forbear RbodomoH' 
tad9*s, I have hearcl fome of our huffing Janiza- 
ries, tell the Greeks of Conftantinople an4 Ptra, that 
jhje Royal $erag/fa is th^ moft magnificent Fabrick 
\u the Worl4,j and ,il>at the' (garden belonging to 
iif ip .* JP?^*^ ^ran/cript of Paradife, Thou wilt 
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Bot approve fuch Brags as thefe, when thou-coa- 
fidtreft, how expert the Infidels are in Building ; and 
that thc^ fpare no Coft to eredl fuch £di£ces, whofe 
very Ruins may proclaim to future Ages the Magnlfi- 
cence of their Founders. And as to their Gardens 
they are fo regular and beautiful, adorned with ^o 
many Delicacies of Nature and Jrt^ that one would 
think they were made by iome traditional Difciples 
q£ Adam ; and that they had their Rules from the 
frimitivt Planter of the World. 

The French King has other Houfes and Gardens of 
Pleafure round about Paris ^ where the Court inter- 
thangeably divert themfelves during the Summer,

Yet, nctwithftanding he gained his own Bread 
with hard Labour, he ceafed not to fhew his wonted 

• KindnclTes to the Poor, giving them whatfoever 
"he could poflibly fpare from his own Neceffities. 
One Day, as he was digging in a Field belonging 

I ta 
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to the Duke of Montmorency^ he found feveral Ear- 
then Pots full 0f Gold, fupfgofed tor be buried there 
in the Time of the Civil Wars. The good Man car- 
ries this huge Treafure by Degrees home to his 
Honfe, with all imaginable Privacy. And, having 
di^ibuted the ^eatcS Part of it in Works of Cha- 
nty, he was gomg with his lad Referve to the Houfe 
of a decayed Gentleman, to whom he gave a fuiE«* 
dent Sum to repair his fiiatter*d Fortunes, being all 
that he had left : When, as he returne4 homeward, 
he found a Jewel in the Highway, which being 
fold, yielded him ten thoufand Crowns. A No- 
ble Bank for new Liberalities, and a convincing 
Argument, that there was fomething more than 
Chance, which thus ftrangelv recruited his Purfe, 
that it might never ceafe to oo opened in LargefTes 
to the Poor. 

Who will not fay. That Fate had a Han ^ in the 
Death of that Soldier, in the Duke of Anguin\ 
Armyf who malicioufly and wrongfully accufed his 
€omiade of raifing a Mutiny? For the incensM 
Genera/ took a Fu/eef and diu:harged it at the in- 
nocent Pex^on, thinking to have kilfd him on the 
Spot ; but it proved otherwife, the Bullet paffing 
through fome Part of his Body, and through half 
» dozen Tents, fmote the Slanderer in the Pan of 
the Knee, which puit him into fo violent a Fever, 
that he cUed in two Days; while the other (whom 
before his Death he confefied to be innocent) lives 
yet a Witnefs of this remarkable Stroke of Divine 
Nemefit,

of Security and Confidence in their owa Strength 
and Abilities, and to Infbudl us, Tbat Providence

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a/one can txtricnte us out rf the Labyfintbs we ofien 
fall into, 

I was walking yeflerday before the Great Temple 
of this City, which is dedicated to Mary the Me* 
ther xXJefus, when, on a.fudden, I was accofied 
(by one whom I Kttle imagined to have feen in F(tJ^ 
ris) with thefe Words: Mabmut ! How came you 
hy this l&bit ? What makes pou in ibis Place ? Are 
jtftf ^ Chriftian, or de you thus difguife your felf for 
other Ends} Thou may'ft eafily imagine, what a 
Terror ieized me, when I knew that he who fpoke 
to me was jny Old Mafter at Palermo. It brought 
to my Remembrance all the cruel Blowa and Stripes 
I had received during that irkfome Captivity ; and 
I could almoft have f&cy'd mf ft!f rftTdy 'fot the 
Baftinado.

This Anfwer, -infteadof fatisfykig hiQi* did hut 
augment his Jealoufie; and, bemg of i^-pftffioaate 
Temper, he t^oke out into fierce Language, calling 
sne ?^ri» Injidel, Slave, Dog, and all the ill Names 
his Fury could fuggeft. He fpoke fo loud, that it 
was taken Notice ^by the People as they walked 
l^, who began toother about us, to learn theOc- 
cafion of fo much Noife* I then condemnM my 
felf, for not rather owning my felf to him, and in- 
viting him to ibme more retured Place, vrhicte I 
might give him an Account of my Circumftances. 
I look*d upon my felf as a dead Man, and would 
gladly have fuftained feVcn Years of Servitude again 
in Sicily, to have been rid of the Fear I was now 
under, <rf'a more terrible Puniihment. 
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While I was in this Confufioa of Spirit, thinking 
of nothing but Racks and Tortures,, nie Noife of the 
Rabble, who ilock*d about us, had alarm'd the Peo-

I know not what became of him aftevwards> but I 
attended the FW^r into tht Temp/e, where weltaid 
during the Celebration of the^ Ma/s ; and then he 
conduced me through the inner Parts of the femr 
fl0^ by private ways into the Lodgings of the Friejls ;

tifice of fuch as wifh not well to the Ottoman Em* 
fire. , .

It is but a little that we need, and it will not be 
long before it will be impofiible for us to want any 
Thing. Poverty never meets the thinking and indn- 
ftrious. And a Man may fatisfie Nature^ without tbe 
lead Obligation to Fortune i who, when (he ieems 
mod ^ngiy ^^b us, fcarce ever denies us Neceila* 
ries. The Belly indeed is a troublefome Creditor, 
yet is quieted with a little. Seneea tdlt us, That 
Epicurus confined himfeJf to a narrower Allowance, 
than that of the fevereft Priibns, to themoft heinous 
OfRrnder ; and fpuhd himfelf at Eafetoo In a ^n&tx 
Diet, than any Man in the worft Condition nee^s to 
fear. But the Mifery of it is, we are governed m 
all Things by Opihion, and 'every thing is to us as 
we think it to be. 
' The fame great Man tells us, of one Apieiusy who 
poifonM himfelf, for fear of ftarvin^, when he'hac}* 
two hundred' and fifty piafiers m his Cofi^.

Cetttaift. eonfid^iabla Merchants coming^ to this 
Towxn »ftd bdging at an Inn, not iarnont my 
Qgartfirs^ the Houie boing full of Guefis, they were 
forced to be ooa^ent with an upper Room ; where^ 
entertaiiniiig:Oftc;gtiothier withpleaiant Difcourfe, to 
pafs aws^ the. Time till Supper, oh a fudd^n the 
lUtchen waa all in a Flame, uafoctunately increafed 
with compbi^ilable Matter lying near the Chimney* 
Some fay there was a great Qi^tity^ of. Oil and 
Gmipowder(an0dd Store-Houfe to lay fu^h Com- 
mbdides m.) However^ the Fire appeared fo fud- 
dealy-aadviokntly,^ thattia a Moment ail the Floor 
under them was feized with it.

a. Paflage ; but the Walls and Windows were too 
iirong to give Way to their Efforts, being fecor^d 
with thick Iron Bars, fattened to the Stones. In this 
la^^table Condition, having this inexorable Flame 
before their Eyes, which had alread^r {etze4 on the 
i^hamber, tearing the Hair of their Heads, and 
ftan^injg on the Ground, they fent forth fuch dread- 
ful Shrieks, as moved all that heard them to eztrean. 
Compaffion. 

They threw their Gold and Silver into the Streets 
in vain, ciyingfor Help ; the Fire being fo increasM^ 
that before the People could hnn^ Ladders and 
other Inftmments to break a Way mto the Cham- 
ber, thefe poor Wretches miferably perilhed in the 
flames.

Indeed, to pafs from Jefl to Earneft^ this Vi6lo- 
rious King' continually pares away fome Part or 
other of the Spanifi Monarchy, I have acquainted 
the Minifiers of the Divan, with the moft impor- 
tant PaiDiges of this War, except the taking of 
Graveling^ which I did not then thixi^k fo confiderable 
a Place, as I am iince informed it is. *Tis a Sea-

But J ihaU gratifie thee, in unveiling 
the^ In termor ofthofe Events, which have made fuch 
a Noife. Thou art naturally curious in thy Relear- 
ches; and I ihall prefent thee withfome additional 
Kemarb, which I have made on thz Englijb Aflaijrs« 
fmce I wrote to the Supreme Minifier on that Sub-

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I acquainted him, that the late Cardinal Richli^

Whiift eyerv Man carves 
out to himfelfiuch a <teligioi^ as bcft pfeafes him ;

Our mw\nQi\At Sultans arepofiefTed of fnch an 
uncontrolable Authority as cannot be tnnsfbrr^d to 
ally Subje^, or to all th^ Suhje^z of (o vaft an £^- 
fire put together ; but is only communicated at the 
Imperial Pleafure, as Rays from the Sun, whofe 
Emanations, though they are immsnk and infinite; 
yet do they not in the lead dimini/h or weaken 
that immortal Fountain of Light. But the Englifi 
have not that Veneration for their Prince, as is 
found in the Mufulmans : They efteem him but 
the Trufiee of the Commonwealth, tke Creature of 
the Populace, having imbibM the Principles oi Ari^ 
fiotle, Cato, and other Democratick Pbilofophers ; who 
teach. That the Sovereign Power is originally in the 
people, and but tranfmitted from tbem to the Prince, 
by way of Deputation and Credence, My Letter to 
the Prime Fizir will inform thee what the Englijk 
parliament is. At this Time, as lam informed, it

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bonfifts for the moft Part ^f Men of this Sump r 
yet they do not openly profcfs t^efe Antim9narcbi€k 
Tenets ; but^ under the Masks of Loyalty^ amufe 
the credulous Multitude with fpecious Pretences, Of 
making the Kjngthemofi Glorious Monarch, and bis 
Subjcfts the happieft People in the World.

Before I conclude this Letter, I ihall relate t6 
thee a Pai&ge, which happened in this King^is In« 
fancy, worthy of Remark : In former Ages, there 
^ were* a Sort of Pbilofipben or Prophets in England , 
whom they callM Druids and Bards. Thcfe in- 
ftrudted the People in the Belief oi a God^ the Im- 
mortality of the Soul, and other Principles of Natu- 
ral Religion. They foretold things to come ; and 
had acquired fo great a Reputation, that the Kings 
of that Country would iftidcrtake no Affair of Mo- 
ment, 'till they had firft * confulted thefc Oracles. 
*Tis faid, there arc yet living fome of that Prophe- 
tick Race in the Mountains of Scotland, One of 
which, a Man of great Sanftity and Wifdom, be- 
ing a hundred and twenty Years old, came to 
vifit this King's Father ; at which Time he faw this 
King, being then an Infant in his Nurfe's Arms, 
whilil his Elder Brother and Heir of the Croton 
flood by. The old Man, after his Compliments 
to the Father, takes the Infant' Prince in his Amu, 
and bellows his Benediction on it in th^fc Terms;

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HsiJt Royal Ssiet Heir of two Crowa^ v thm.J^^U, 
uign a i$Mg ^i/xr< happily ; iutiuthe Ex4^» aFiawcx* 
dc-Luce JhsJi be thy Bane, The ffMes that were pre^ 
lent, chinking that the Extremity of Age had be- 
yeav*d him of his Reaiim^ were ready to thruftium 
away ; ofiering to take the Child ^om him, and 
telling him, nat be mifiook \for this was not the 
Heir of the Crown, hittbis Brotber tobofioodhy. But 
he, with a compofed Look an^ a^ ailured C|rriage^ 
made Anfwer, ^bat tobat bi /poke was Tt^tbi a4: 
ding withal, TJfat tie EU^r Brotber Jj^ould, diehrfori 
his Fatberi and ibat^ ^bis midd live to inbefit the 
Kingdoms ^Scotland jW England. The Event ha* 
made good fome Part^ of fais^ Propbe^y ; for hi$ elder 
brother died at twelve Years of Age, and he at this 
Day pofie/Tes thofe two Kingdoms ; but how the 
Flower-de lucey&j// be bis Bane, Time mail evince. 
Jt is thought. That by it is meant the Frentb King; 
beeaufe that is the^/r/u of the Royal Bkod of Franee. 
It is;14rd to de^rmia^ of future Events, yet there^ 
are fome, who ob^rving the //?/fo^/^ .which this 
Court has had on the Englijb Commotions, and how^ 
bx Caidinal Kichlien had engaged King Lewis XIII. 
in Revenging the A£:ronts which were given to his 
.Sifter the Siueen of England by that inhofpitable 
Nation, make no Diinculcy of Interpreting this 
Prophecy j but conclude, That the unfortunate King 
€>l England WA\ at length fall a Viaim to the French 
fiefentmentSi though his ownSubjeSs be inftrumental 
to his Ruin. 

I will continue my Intelligence of the Englijb Af- 
fairs as I receive them.

HERE are to l?c met with in thcfe Jfeflem Parts^ 
mfinite Numbers of Peoplejwho not only defpifc 
and vilify pur Law 9 but their vwn^ and openly feoff 
at all Religions in the World* Thefe are known by 
the Name d[ Libertines or Jtheifis, which is to fay, 
people that profefs themfelves Enemies to the Belief 
of a G$d, A lewd and imthinking Herd of Anl- 
malsy who dare not be alone, left they ihoukl come 
tp the Remembrance of themfelves, and be wifen 

Thefe People are, in fome fort, like Ninus^ that 
great JJfyrian Monarchy who vaunted, he never faw 
the Stars, nor defirea it ; worfhipped neither Sun 
nor Moon, never fpoke to his People, nor took any 
Account of them, but was valiant in Eating and 
Drinking. 

He was faid to have this Inlcription on his Tomb. 

/ WAS FORMERLY NINUS, 7HE GREAT 
LORD OF raj? WORLD, JND LIFED AS 
THOU DOST, BUT AM NOW NOTHING 
BUT DUST. ALL THE ME ^T J HAVE 
EATEN, ALL THE HANDSOME WOMEN 
I HAVE ENJOrn, ALL THE WORSHIP

Such 
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Such another was Sardanapalus, one of the Sue* 
ceflbrs of Ninus in that Msnanby^ and in the Cor^ 
ruption of his Manners. An effeminate Prince, a 
Slave to his Lufb, and not worthy of an Imperial 
Crown. It was not to has Virtue or Courage that 
Nineveh was obliged, for fufbunmg a Siege of eight 
and twenty Moons, but to the impregnable 
Strength of her own Walls. For, fo fooaas he wa» 
toM, That Ae Oracle was fulfilled, and that the River 
Euphrates was joinM in League with his Bnemiesy 
and had by an maufual Flood, broke d6wn a con- 
fiderablc Part of the Walls in which he truftcd'; 
alt his Bravery vanifliM ;. he (hewed he was a 
Coward, and kiirdhimfelf for fear of Death. Yet 
fuch was the fordid Impotence of his Spirit, that 
even in this Wav he durft not die alone, but ta* 
king his Concubmes and neareft Attendants, with 
all his Gold and Jewels, he forced them to accom- 
pany him into the Hollow of a Funeral Pile, which 
fie fired with his own Hands, and burnt his Ser- 
vants with himfclf. I do not ellcem it an Effeft of 
Courage, to make Death a Sanftuary from the ine- 
vitable Miferies of a hated. Life. But, to be either 
willing to die, in the Height of Hnman Enjoy- 
;mentSy or to be refolved to live and outbrave thefe 
very Calamities, which would tempt any Man t6 
die,, is the pecyllar Mark of an Heroick Kefolu- 
tion. 

. However, thus died Sardanapalus y having defired 
that a Monument might be erefted to his Memory^ 
with this. Jnfcription ; 

SARDANAPALUS LirDMUCH INALHTLE 
. riME, HJVING JLlVArs GRATIFIED HIS 
SENSES} HE BUILT TWO CITIES, ANCHI-

Thefe were hxxt Figmiism Aibnfm, in^Compa* 
rifon of otken. Dionyfius, the Sicilian Mondrtt, 
was a Gisnt in Infidelity. He not only committed 
Sacriliget but made it his PaHime. He dtoird 
upon the GWiy while he robb'd their Temples \ 
Into which he never enterM without a Jefti nor 
departed from their Altars without a Satire, He 
put a Woollen Garment on i^^Imagt of Jufiter Olymr 
pus, inftead of the Golden Roke with which Sang 
Hiera had cloath*d it ; and excused the Sacrilegr, / 
by faying. Exchange wai no^ Rehbery, and. That be V 
eon/ulted the Eafe and Health of tie God, kothfof ( 
Summer and Winter. He plav'd the Barber to the 
Statue of uEfculapiuSy and inay^d off his Golden 
Beard ; faying. That fince Apollo his Father foa$. 
heardlifsy it mas but good Manners for the Son to be 
fi too. When he came into a rich Temple in Sy- 
racufay and faw in the Hands of Mars a Swordv 
whofe Hilt was thick fet with Diamonds, Emeralds 
and Rubies, he made a mock Obqriance, and took 
the Sword from the extended Arm of the hnage^ 
faying. The God of War prefented him with that 
Swordy as an Eameft of his future ViSories, and be 
Jbould be very ungrateful and impious, not to accept the 
Gift, of the Deitv. It was a nafty Affront which 
Nero put upon the Syrian Gi>dde£s, when he caufed 
hiS Excrements to be thrown in her Face. 

Thefe were Royal Atheiftsy. and no Body durft 
controul their impious Pranks. The Libertines now- 
a-days are more modeH and politick. They dare 
not violate Temples, nor prophane the Altars of 
the Cbrifiians openly, but fecrcdy they undermine 
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all RiligtM, and diipute People out of their 
Faitb. 

Some of thcfe Atbetfts inaintaifi the World to be

according to Reafin : Whereas, thefe modem Epicu'- 
nans place their higheft Contentment in the Satis* 
fadion of their fenfual Appetites. A jolly Crew, 
who number their Days by Debaucheries, and reck- 
on that Hour mifpent, wherein they have not drawn 
fome Line of Voluptuoufnefs. And, as if they had 
confecrated themfelves to Bacchus and Ferns, Women 
and Wine dividf the mpft important A£lions of their 
whole Lives. 

They are profeiTed Enemies to the Doffrine of the 
RefurreSiony of good and evil Spirits ^ of the Day of 
Judgment y of Heaven and HelL They efteem Be- 
Hgion only as an Invention of Politicians to reduce 
the World under fome Form of Government; afncf 
fpare not to call Msfes and ye/as the Son of Mary, 
Imfoftorsj as well as Mahomet our holy Lawgiver, 
They kugh at Miracles y and ridicule Prophecies ; 
and you had as good talk to them of a Man m the 
Mnny as of an Apparition from the Dead. 

Thefe Sort of Libertines are not only to be found 
in tht Court <A Francty but in general all over Europe, 
The Contagim ii epidemick, the Infeiiion Has ^ead 
It felf througk Clergy und Laity, Nobles and Vulgar ; 
infomuch, as he pafles for a Man of no Wit, who 
has not a Spice QiAtbeifm* ^ >. . 

Thh 
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. Tius wiU not foemilrange when thon fliak know, 
that even -■ among their Mufti^s themfelves, thete 
have been fome Ludans^ who eileem*d Religim 
but an Old Wife's Tale^ and ua'd the moft important 
jirtUIes of their Faitb, but as Inibuments of Ambi - 
tion and Avarice, to ag^nHize themfelves and fill 
their Coffers. Leo X. a umous Roman Pontiffs will 
be recorded to all j^ofteritv, for thzt Sarca/m of his 
on 7^fits, the MeJJias of the Chriftians ; How MUtb 
an toe enrkhedhj this FaUe ^ Chrill? lBdeed» if 
.we i^A well on %\ai Maxims and PraBiets of that 
CwrU it will not be hard; to- conclude. That GoAlis 
the Great Goif of the RmaMSi and the UhimaUO^ 
jeS of their Adoration, fince that alone can open or 
ihnt Heavm and HiUi no Piety or Vurtue, no 
Pnjrert or Tears, Alms or Penances being available, 
unlefs made fo by the meritorious Adjun^ of this 
powerful Metal. Neither need the nioil enormont 
.Sinners defpair of Pardon,' if they have but PJuta 
for their ProBor, and Gcid for thm Apology i there 
being certain Rates fet upon all Sins^ which if paid, 
thofe of the deepeft Dye are 9a readily abfolvM, as 
the fmalleft Peccadillo's. 

This ^iritual Merchandife of Sonls in the Su- 
frtme Court of Cbriftendomt has in no fmall Degree 
contributed to the Atheifm of the ^%t ; while Re- 
ligion is thereby rendered cheap and vile, a mere 
Artifice of Government, a Stratagem of the Prieft- 
hoods to keep Fools in Awe and SuUedlion.

I Cannot forget the Time, fince thou and I &te 
together in the Cbiofi at Scutari, and enter- 
tained each other with the Stories of the ancient 
Greek Foets. The Profped which that Gallcr)^ af- 
forded; renewed our Memory of fevcraf Nations 
Strife about the Birth-place of Hymr ; and from 
thence gave us Occafion to difcourfc and maii 
Compar&ns betifvcen Him and Hefi^d, Orpb^, 

and 
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and the reft of the celebrated Poets^ Pbiiofipbersp 
and Sages of the Eaft. I remember we paffed bv 
Degrees from one Subjefl to another^ till at length 
we fell upon the Tranflatim of their Heroes^ and 
the Genealogy of their Gods, Thou wilt fay I have 
a good Memory, ihould I now rchearfe the Series 
of our Converiation on this Point. But, I will not 
be fo troublcfome for the Sake of Applaufe. Tho* 
I often think over thy Sentiments with infinite De* 
Eighty yet I will not repeat them here, lefl I tempt 
thee to throw away my Letter before thou hall half 
read it. Only give me leave to. put thee in mind, 
how thou didft then vindicate the Infant World, 
for placing thofe excellent Souls in Heaven^ who 
had been ilhiflrious Benefa£lor3 to Mankind on 
Earth ; and, that though after Ages fell into 4he 
Crime o£ Idolatry^ by giving divine Honours tp the 
iirft Inventors of Arts and Sciences, and by ifacri- 
ficing to the Manes of departed Heroes, yet it wa$ 
thy Opinion, that thofe who firil confecrated them 
to Immortality, and a Fame that ihould know no 
End, did but perform th« Rights of Gratitude, 
execute the Dl£lates of innocent Nature, without 
ever dreaming of the Religious Ceremonies which 
their deluded rofterity fuperinduc'd. 

To do thee Juflice, this was a noble Thought, 
full of Humanity, and exadly fquaring with unby- 
afs*d Reafon ; and I muft confefs, I owe the fre- 
quent Cure of my Melancholy to the Force of this 
generous Sentiment. 

The Chriftians, cfpccially here in the WeJ^, out- 
go the Jews in the fuperftitious Narrownefs of 
their Princij^es ; and, as the latter confined Salva- 
tion to the Lineage oijacoh, fo the former reilrain 
it to the Latin Church. I have often convers'd with 
fome of their Learned D^AB'/z^/, on the Theme of 
the Pagans Salvation, but can bry no Arguments 
beat them ofi from their invft^iatc, ^ej^udice. 

They 
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They, will not allow (o muck as one of the tiedthens 
to be fiivedy and but a hundred and forty four 
tbouiand of the Jnos^ accounting twelve thou- , 
iand of tytcj Tribe. This is the fevcre Arithme- 
tick of the Wefteru ReiigidH^ whofc Profeflbrs there- 
by render themfelves greater Infidels than tboie 
thev damn. *Tis to be hoped, there is a larger 
Calcule with Q»d for the Number of the Eiejed, 
or el(e one would think. Hell would be too popu- 
lous, and the Devil would be forced to make fre^ 
quent Decimations, and fend Colonies abroad, to 
make Room for the ever freih Glut of his new 
Guetts. 

' For my Part, who was Educated in the impartial 
Jkndiments c^ Truth, in the ferene Principles ef the 
hUhemiUn Faith, I believe, jthat there are feme 
faved of all Religions; and that at the Day ef 
Judgment, th^c (hall be eredkd a Fwrth Banner for 
foch to refort to, who never heard of Mofes, Jefits, 
or Mabmut. Afluredly, there is no Malice in the 
€)mnif$tint, and he will not damn Men for their 
involtmtary Ignorance of his Revealed Laws ^ provided 
they live up to the genume Difbtes of Nature and 
Reafon, which are the trueft Standards of Vutneand 
pofitive Religion* 

The Cbriftians have a Heaven for their Saints, 
and ft Hell for Sinners ; in this they agree with the 
Mtiffulmans, They have a Limh tor Infants that 
die unbaptized; and» ir^^/^fr for the virtuous i^- 
raelites, who lived before the Meffias. Then: 
Charity had been compleat, had they prodded a 
mrd, for juftand virtuous Men of all Religions; 
whom it is too hard to damn on the Score of what 
they know not, fo long as they unblameably pra- 
aife whatfoever Good they know. The Chapter of 
Prifons in the AUeran, {easc^ to contain a more equal 
Diitribution of Juftice, when it affigns a Middle' 
flaa, between Paradi/e and Hell^ to thefe who 

havf 
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have led an indifoeat Life, eqaally chequered 
with Virtue and Vice. They there fhall behoJd the 
^fiys of tlte Bkjfftdp and the Titrments of tke Damned ; 
yet fliall neither tafte of the one, nor feel the 
other; but pafs their Time in a tedious Nentra- 
Jity between the Height of Blifsj and thfc Depth of 
Mi/ery. 

But what Muffklman will queflion the Salvation 
ef the GefftiUsj when the Book of GUry it felf tells 
u$. Thai Alexander the Great was an holy Prophet ; 
and yet we know, he neither was of the Seed of 
Abrahafni nor was he ib'muth as circumcifed. 

My Converfie with the learned Dervifes In this 
City, haa tau^t me fome of their $<b$ol Difiin- 
^hffsi among which, they ufe a pretty one in the 
Damnation of nnbaptized In^intss teaching, That 
fuch are •damned to the P^/xr cf Le/sy bat not to 
the Pain qfSeft/e. I am apt to think, this DiftinOi- 
jon may very well be adapted to the Cafe of many 
Men* who as their Virtues are hottof that heroiek 
.$tamp, as to carry them diredlly to Paradi/e; (o 
«9^ther airt thdr Vices of fo black a Tin^ure, as 
to fink them immediately to HelJ. I believe there 
are proportionate Rewards and Punifhments for all 
Sorts and Degrees of Virtue and Vice ) and that 
the Souls of the departed are mariktll'd and dif- 
pofed in Receptacles agreeable to their proper Rank 
and Quality. And, if I can but get to VirgiP^ 
pleaiant Greens- and - (hady Woods,, the fortunate 
Maniions of innocent ^nd jutl Men, 1 will not 
envy the Heroes ^ nordefire. to be canonized among 
the G^s^ BlyztMm and Pafadife are much one to 
me : I feek not the Name, but the Nature oi Blifh 
Provided Imaybutgaika Fladebf Reft and Refi-e|i-> 
^noit, and be admitted into agreeable Company, I 
wiil not complain, nor di^^rb- the Peace of the 
Bl^ffidy with an ambitious Queft of the higheil 
J>ignitics in Heaveni a^if a Mim could not be 
;:•, .: happy. 
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Happy^ unlefs he be made a Fizir of the Betfcb 
above. 

Let thoa and J, dear Egry^ live in fuch an ezaA 
Conformity W Manners here, that when we go 
hence, we may by the Divine Numen^ be both dif- 
pofed in the fame Apartment and Society, carry our 
^riendfhip along with us to that other World; and 
let us make a Covenant, That whofocver dies fiii^, 
fhall foon appear to the Survivor, and give him a 
true Account of his State, if it be in the Power of 
the Dead to perform fuch Bargains. 

In the mean Time I counfel thee to make much 
of this prefent Life ; not by fordid Vohiptuoufneft 
and Vice, from which I know thy natural Averfion ; 
but by borrowing from each Element, an Occafion 
of improving thy Science and Virtue. This is the 
Way to be raifed above the Elements, in which at 
preient thou art a Sojourner ; and to attain thy 
Native Skies, and Kindied Stars ; where the Re- 
nownM Poits, Pbilofipbirs^ Lawgivirs, and other 
virtuous Men, are gone before us, expeA our Com- 
]ng» and are ready to welcome us to the Rights of 
thdr happy Soci^.

Promifes^and fubtle Iniinuations, that he caufcd him 
to retreat at the Moment of giving Battel. 

In the fame Manner dealt Galaffbvf ith, the King* 
who did but make a Show with his Forces, without 
doing any efiedlual Service. F&r, when he might 
have compelled the Swidifi? Gemral either to fight 
or retire, he fufiered hun freely to pafs through 
Hoifiein, and return into G^rfflwxy. 

The Curious and Inquifitive lay the Blame of 
this Treachery on Cardinal MazarinitWhok Pifloles, 
they fay, had corrupted Ga/ajo, and made him run' 
counter to his Mailer's InftruOions. 

But, in my Opinion, this is an unjuft Cenfure of 
the Cardinal who was afterwards known to be in- 
Itrumental in fpurring on the H^ilandirs to compoie 
thefe Qiurrels : Which at laft was accomplifh'd by 
the dextrous Mediation of this great Miniftir,

The People are of more generous Tempers, the 
Laws not fo rigorous, and y^t they come hu* iliort of 
the Juftice of the Ottoman Empire^ Though my Con- 
finement was tedious, yet ^twas tolerable ; and, if I 
could not be happy in a Prifon, To ' neither was I 
properly milerable. 

When Evil furprizes us, we commonly allright 
eur felves, by beholding it in its grofs JBqlk ; our 
fcattered Spirits are aftonilhed at an infinite Bug- 
bear. Whereas, if we take a more particular Sur- 
vey of the dreadful Obje^^r-anatomite and view it 
Piece by Piece, we find, that thegreateft Part of 
what fo difmayed ut, had no other Exiftence than 
in our own Lnaginatioh. Thus when I was firft 
feized by Cardinal MazarinPs Order, I prefaged to 
my felf no lefs than infufierable Tortures, an igno- 
minious Death, and (which zSeOed me 'with the 
moft feniible Grief) the Difcovery of my Cwnmfflr 
orti and the Afiairs of the Sublime ^ort. when I firft 
entei'M the PHfon, I bid adieu to all Joy and Comfort 
in this Lifiy and thought of nothing but preparing 
my felf for the other Worlds where I hoped to be 
renewed again to immenfe Pleafures, the £telights dE 
faradi/e^ aa a Reward of my Sufferings for that 
Law^ which was brought dowafrom Heaven by the 
Angel Gahriel, 

: Thefe were ipy .firft Thchi^lits in Prifen t but 
when :Sleep hadcompofod jay:Spirks,.:.andTimfe 
had rendered rsifi. more, familiar with .the Place of 
my keftrainty < I began to think it w»a not impo^ 
bie to live, atodevctn torcgan my Lib^ty* .How- 
ever, I refolvcd to alleviate the Grief of nay Reftraint, 
by contra^ing my vDefires withio a narrower Com- 
pafs, ;and circomfcribing my, Wiihcas within thoife. 
Walls which: confined my Bbdy»\ I • framed to.iriy' 
felfFelJcities, ofvit- cyf.the Con^mplatioh of my Mi- 
iuy, and bj^.co»fideri»g/.wfeat/l enjoyed^ J |)ad-

to dole Attty but that I couU at Plea&re let in 
fcefh All;, ftnd Ukt% frofpe^^f die City and adja'^ 
cent Fields at my Window. This, made me reltfh 
my Frifon with fome Degree of Content. The Want 
which moft affli£led ne, was, that of Fountain 
Water ; which I dorft not fo inudi as ask for, in 
fuch Quantities as are requifite to the Cleannefs of 
%MuJu/man, left I ihoufd have confirmed them in 
the SuffHcien which wastheOccafton of my Impri- 
fonment. For, I was fure, my A^ons would be 
narrowly pbferved* 

The fame Candon made me not Ttfnfe to eat on 
Swine*s Flefliy and drink freely of Wine^ when once 
ittidted to thft Opvimo*^* Table. *I1s true, I had
